The very Gofpel of Christ cdnfrffs partly ia 
the Hr{iofy of bb Life and Death v nor can th^ 
other Partof it^ nafne(y, theDo<Shtnesand Diitie^i 
be fo well iHiderftood without fooie lino wiedge of 
the LawofMofts,theCeremoniesof the Jew^, th«

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The great and blefled God at one fingle View ' 
furveys aU his own Works and Defigns, from the 
beginning to the end of them ; and every Part of 
his grand Scheme ftands in a delightful Harmony 
with the reft. He has ordained all his more early 
Dealings with Men in fuch a Manner, as to let in 
divine Light by feveral Gradations Upon a dark 
World, and to lay a happy Foundation for his lateii: 
and beft Revelation made by his own Son^ and his 
^jfyf/llis: and in many Cafes the former Laws, Or- 
dinances and Tranfadltons, are evidently defigned 
to prefigure and (hadow out,as well as to introduce 
:thofe which follow. Adam, our firft Father, by 
whom Sin and Death wire brought into the Worldj 
was a Type or Figure of Jesus the fecond Adam, 
,:who brought in Rigbteoufnefs and Life^ Rom. v. 
.14* I Cor. XV. 21, 22, 45, 49. The Law of Mo- 
les was a Shadow of the good Things which wen t9 
come ; but the Body and Subfiance of thefe Blefs- 
ings was given us by Christ our Saviour, Col. 
ii. 17. Heb.x. I. And it is certain we may obtain 
a more extenfive and complete Knowledge of 
Cbrifiianity, by our Acquaintance with the fa- 
cred Affairs of Adam and Noah, of Abraham and 
Mofes, and the Sons of Ifrael. 

Befides, it is theHiftory of theBiBLE which hath 
conveyed down to us the Knowledge of thofe Mi^ 
racks and iWiVitTVonders which have been wrought 
by the Prophets, the immediateMeiTengersofHear 
yen, to prove that they were fentofGod: It is in 
this Hiftory we read thofe Prophecies of Things to 
come, together with th& Accomplifhment of them, 
which (land in a beautiful Con ne£tio» from ^heBe* 
ginning of the World to the Days of x\i't>Mejfiah% 
Altof them join to confirm our Faith in the kvera} 
Revelations of Religion which God ha« made to 

the 
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the Sons of Men ; and all concur to ieftabliOi the 
laft and noble Scheme of Religion, that is, Chris- 
tianity. Thusthe very Hiftory of Scripture has 
a powerful and rationallnfluence toeftablkh oar . 
Belief of the Gofpel, and to make us Chriftians 
upon folid and reafonable Grounds. 

1 add yet further, that in the hiftorical Part of 
Scripture we read the holy Laws of GiuL^ exem« 
pliiied in the Life and Pradice of good Men in 
feveral Ages of the World : and when we fee the 
Rules of Religion copied out in the Words and 
Adions of our Fellow Creatures, it renders the 
Performance. of them more practicable and more 
delightful to us. While the Word of Command 
ftands in the Law to require our Obedience, the 
aSual Obedience of our Fathers to thofe Com- 
mands recorded in the Hiftory invites our Imita- 
tion, and makes the Work more eafy. 

To conclude ; We find not only the Pntepts but 
the SanSlims of the Law of God exemplified in the 
Narratives of Scripture. How often do we read 
the Promifes of God fulfilled in the Rewards of the 
Righteous, and his Tbreatenings executed againft 
wilful Tranfgreflbrs ? Thefe Things fct the Go- 
vernment of God before our Eyes in a ftronger 
Light; they fhew us that his Words of Promife 
and Tbreatenings are not empty Sounds ; and make 
it appear with fenfibleConvi^ioUi that he willcer'- 
taioly reward, and that he will as certainly punilb. 
The many wonderful Inftances of a Divine Pro«> 
vidence which concerns itfelf in the Affairs of Men, 
and which are recorded inthe WordofGod,.have 
a natural Tendency toawakenour Fear of lb great 
and glorious a Being, and to encourage our Hope 
and Truft in him. In a Word; the Pcrfe^ions 
of God, whereby he made and governs the Wt^xVi^ 
ace iist before our £yes by the Ziti^twrt Hi/lor^ \il 
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fiich divine CcjIouts, as give us a inope 9wfa\ trtd 
antintik khsa of God himreifv^hui any Wosds •f 
Defcriptiofi could have done, wichout fuch an hif- 
•orical Account of his Works of Nature, Orate 
and Providence. 

Since then it appears, that fomeKnowkdge of 
the Hiftory of Scripture is oecefiary and ufeful to 
every, one among us who would know^ and love 
God, and be a Partaker of his Favour^ the next 
Thingco be inquired is. How this Knowledge may 
he btft attained I How (hall Perfons, whofe Cspa* 
ciiy is weak, or who have little Time to employ 
•ftr thefe Subjects, be led in the (borteft and eaiieft 
Way to a coir.petent Acquaintance with the facred 
Hiftory ? And how fi>all thofe who are youne^ ih 
Years be trained up in the plaineft and moftralTifr- 
ing Manner to fome Knowledge of thefe in^rtan^t 
Affairs, till their growing Age and further Advan- 
tages fiball give them a more extcnfive and capa* 
doiis Vjew of all the Tranfadions between GiGki 
and Men recorded in Scripture f 

The Bib lb itfelf is a very large Book, and th6* 
it ought to be read (at leaft many Parts of it) by 
Perfons of all Characiers and Condirions, yet the 
reducing of the feveral Things contained in it to 
aflmrtand narrow View, by way of Abridgment^ 
is ib exceeding tiffuli that 1 had aimoft called it 
m^Jofyy at leaft for Youth, and for Petfons in the 
lower Ranks of Life, who have fewerConveniencies 
and. Advantages of Knowledge. I have made tbis 
fufficiently evident with regard to theDodrinesand 
Duties of Religion, in my Difc^urfg ccncerning the^ 
Cvw^tion aniUfeofCatichifmh to which 1- refer 
my Reader: And the fame Argument will hoW 

;ood wiith regard to the hifivric<il Part of Soriptore. 
'here I have fhewn partiouiarty how^ needful iris 
to. colled the great Articles ^nd R;ulesof oau*. R«u 
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ligion, which lie fcattered up and dowa in the Bi- 
ble, into a fhorter Scheme for the Ufe of younger 
Underftandings; and I have given myReafons alib^ 
Vfhy the Catechetical Methc^ of ^efiion and An* 
fwer is prefefable to all other Methods of Inflmc- 
tion ; and Ineed not repeat the fame Things here 
with regard to facred Hiftory. 

It is proper the Reader fhould know, that at the 
End of the Htftory of the OldTeftament I have in- 
ftrted one ChapUr^ wherein the Jewi{h Affairs are 
continued from the Time of Nehemiah (where the 
facred Writers end) down to the Time of Chrift 
and theGofpel. This isborrdwed from the bcA 
ancient Writings we have of thefe Events, namely, 
the Books of Mactabees^ in the Apocrypha^ and the 
Hijlory pryefepbus^ though I am greatly indebted 
alio to Dr rrideaux's Htftorical Contusion •/ tbt 
Old and New Teftament^ wherein thefe Narratives 
are fo happily reduced to a Chronological Order, 
and embellifhed and improved with many valuable 
Hints from Heathen Hiftorians. 

And to render the Work yet more ufeful in thefe 
Days pf Infidelity, 1 have added another Chapter^ 
which I call a Prophetical Connexion between tbi 
Old and New Teftarmnt^ wherein the moft emi- 
nentProphecies relating to our Bleiled Lord are (et 
down in one View, together with their Accomplifi^* 
jnent ; that younger Minds may fee how much this 
great MeJJiab^ or anointed Saviour, was foretold 
and expe£ted through all Ages, and may have their 
Faith of Chrift built early upon a folid FoundatioQ. 

I have nothing more to add, but to acquaint the 
Reader with the Method I have taken in conipoiing 
this Work, and with the Ufe that he fhould mak:e 
©fit. 

In framing this Book, I have obferved the fol* 
lowing Rules, namely. 
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1. 1 have proceeded, for the moft part, according 
to the Order of Things as thev He in the Books of 
Scripture; butftill endeavouring to maintain fome 
Connexion throughout the whole Hiftory, Yet I 
cannot fay I have always reduced Things to that 
Orderin which they were tranfadicd : For in feveral 
Places I found that a Arid Obfervatipn of Chro- 
nology would have intermingled too many Inci- 
dents of diflerent Kinds, would have broken the 
Scheme of Things I had propofed, or interrupted 
the Narrative of fome .particular Event, and ren- 
dered the Hiftory much more unconneded and 
difasreeable to thofe for whom I write. 

IL. Though I have not been folicitous to infert 
every Incident, and theName of every Perfon con- 
tained in the OU Tefiament, yet I have omitted 
fcarceany Name or remarkable T ranfadton which 
has been referred to or cited in the New, or has any 
ConnedioR with the Gofpel of Chrift,whichisthe 
Rdigfon of Chriftians. It was not pcffible to in* 
fert all the particular Narratives contained in the 
Scripture, without making another Book almoft as 
big as the Bible itfelf : Whereas my prime Defiga 
was to give an AbJIraSf oxjbvrt Viiw (fthefaerti 
Hifter^s for the Uie of Perfons of fuch Age, Capa* 
cities or Conditions of Life,asare not able to attend 
tDmuchReading,nor gain a foller and more accurate 
Knowledge of rhe Tranfa(9ions of God with Men. 

HI. I have added the Chapter and Verfe of one 
or more Texts of Scripture to every Anfwer that 
required it, that the Reader might be invited to 
iearch his Bible, and there gain a larger and more 
particular Acquaintance with thofe hiftorical Mat- 
ters which I nave brietly mentioned in a Line or 
two. If young Perfons by this Means are allured 
td grow ifamiliar with the Word of God, I am per*- 
fuaded the Advantage they may reap therAy will 

richly 
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richly compenfate all their Labours in reading this 
biftbrtcal Abridgment of Scripture, and all my 
Pains in writing it. 

IV. It is all divided into Chapters^ and fome 
Chapter9 into SUfims^ with a new Title to each« 
This will} in feme Meafure» give a comprehenfiye 
View of the Method and Order of the Whole. It 
is evident that the Catechetical Form of ^eftioti 
and Anfwer takes ofF the Tirefomenefs of Reading, 
from younger Minds, and perpetually allures their 
Inquiry and Curiofity onward by fhort Anfwerst 
without that Wearinefs which arifes from many 
long continued pages of mere Narrative : And in 
the &me Manner a proper Difiin£lion of the His- 
tory into Chapters and Si£fions^ under different Ti« 
ties, renders the Work of Reading much more de« 
Ijghtful by the frequent returning Refis and Paufcs, 

V . Since I intended it originally for Perfons of 
younger Years, and the common Rankof Mankind, 
1 have fiudied generally to ufe fuch Words and 
Forms of Speech as are moft plain and eafy to be 
underfiood. It would not have anfwered my De* 
iign fo well, if I muft have fent my Reader too . 
o^en to his Didionary to inquire the Meaning of 
hard Words and Latinized Expreffions. 

VI. Yet I have not fo confined myfelf to the 
jServiceof my unlearned Readers, as to negle£l all 
nfeful Criticifms and occafional Remarks to clear * 
.up Difficulties ; but have freely interfperfied them 
throughout the whole Book, fo far as may inform . . 
the Inquifitive,, and give fome Hints to the more 
intelligent Reader, for the further Uluftration of 
fome Paflages of Scripture both in the Old TeC* 
tament and the New. 

If there fhovlld be found any Miftakes In drawing . 
up thisHjftory, which might have been red^fied by • 
further confulting the Writings of the Leattv^^V , 
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would only mention one Apology for myfeir; and 
that is,a greatPart of it was drawn up in theCoun- 
try, at a Diftance from my ufual Habitation^ where 
I had no learned Writings toconfult, and was con* 
iined to my Bible alone. A friendly Notice of any 
fuch Miftakes might occafion aCorredion of them. 

Let me here fpe^k a Word or two more of the 
particular Ufes which may be made of this Sum* 
mary of facred Hiftory. 

It may not be an improper Book to lie conftantly 
in the Nurfery or the Parlour ^ to affift the Inftruc- 
tion ofChildren^or theConverfatlon of grownPer- 
fons. And if this and other ufeful Books were fuf- 
fered always to lie in the Places appointed for Ser- 
vants, efpecialiy in great Families, it might be an 
Allurement to them to employ feme of their Lei« 
fure in a profitable Manner. The placing it in any 
Room of ufual Refidence, may entice Perfons often 
to look into it, and lead them into an eafy Ac- 
quaintance with the various Dealings of God with 
Men from the Beginning of the World. 

* Norcanlthink it would be a vain or ufelefsEm- 
ployment for Perfons who are not furnifhed with 
better Advantages forScriptural KQOwledge,to read 
it over once in a Year or two, in order to keep 
tbefe facred Memoirs ever fre(h in their Minds. 
Half a Chapter in a Week would be no heavy 
Tafk, and this would iinifh it in one Year's Time* 

May the divine Bleffiog attend this feeble En- 
deavour of mine to diiFufe the Knowledge of divic^q 
Thinigs among Mankind, and to furnilh Families 
with ufeful Matter for Converfation, whereby they 
may be better fecured againft the Temptations of 
loofe and vicious Writings, and vain Difcourfe, 
wfaicb give an unhappy TinAure tp the Imagina-^ 
tion in early Year9| and tend to defile andd^ftroy the 
Soul.

2 He may be confidered as the God of IJrad^ or the 

Jews, as a Church outward and vifible ; whom He 

had Separated from th6 reft of the Nations to ^bc a 

peculiar People to Himielf ; and fo He prefcribed 

to them peculiar forms of Worihip, and fpecial 

Ceremonies and Rites of Religion, a» Tokens^ of 

their Duty and his Grace. 

3. He may be conddered as the prbpcr King of the 

- I/hielites, asaNation, and as they were his Sub- 
jeds; and fo He gave them Judicial or Political 
Laws, which relate. to their Government, and the 
common Aflairs of the civil Law. — But thefe three 
SottsofLaws are not kept fo entirely di(lin6l as not 
to be intermingled with each other. It is all indeed . 
but one Body of Laws, and given properly to ihat 
one People under different DifpenlatiOns. And On 
this Account it is fometimes hard to' fay, under 
which Head fome of thefo'Commands of God mufl 
be reduced. Some Commands relating to their 
Houfes and Garments, their Plowing and Sowing, 
and the Prohibition of partricular Sorts of Food, are 
naturally ranked^nder their Political I^aws ; and 
yet there is plainly fomething Ceremonial or Rcli- 
gious deHgned or included- in Aem. Again, That 
which we call the Moral Law, or the Ten Com- 
mands, is for the mod part the Law of Nature, but 
it-has fomething of a politive fhftitution, ceremo- 
nial or ritual, in it. This is very plain in the fourth 
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Command, of the. fcventh Day . Sal>bath : But in 
this Hiftory it w>as not proper to enter into too 
nice Inquiries on this Subje£l. The three Branches 
ofthisDiflinaionof the Tewifh Laws in the main 
^re evident enough, though they happen to b* 
. intermingled in fome Inftances.

ther Reafon, namely, becaufe they were Slaves ia 
Egypt, and God gave them a Releafe and Reft 
from their Slavery, Dtut. v. 15, Thoughit is pof- :

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fible both Reafons of this Command might be pro- 
nounced from Mount Sinai, and only that meiv- 
tioned in Exodus be wri: on the Tables of Stone.

10 Q. Wherein does it appear fo plainly that 
tbefe Laws, as given at Mount Sinai, have a pecu« 
liar Refpeft to the Jews ? 

J, This is evident in the Preface, where God 
engages their Attention and Obedience by telling

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thfrn ovt of the Land of Egypt, . Thi<t appears alfo' 
in the fourth Command, where ihtfeventh Day i» 
the Appointed Sabbath for the Jews : An&'in Diut. 
V. 15. God e^ves this Reafoh for the Sabbath, fhal 
He brought tbem out of Egypt with a nvghty Hand. 
It is yet further manifeft in the fifth Commandfnert«. 
where the Promifc ofloig Life in the Land^ literally 
refers to the Land of Canaan^ which God gave to 
that People*- That thy Days may be long in the Land 
whrib the Lord thy Uod giveth thee • Yet, as is be- 
fore intimated, the Citation of tbem by the Apo* 
ftles in the New Teftament as Rules of our Duty, 
doth plainly enforce the Obfervation of ;hcm fo 
far on the Confciences of Chrifliarns;

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their Forms of Purification, do more plainly and 
eminently typify or reprefcnt to us how much Care 
the People of God (hould take to be feparated and 
purified from every Sin, and from theCommumon 
of Sinners : And the Jewifh Rites of Worfhip re- 
prefent to us, by way of Type or Emblem, that fpi- 
xitual and evangelic Worfhip which fhould be paid 
to God, efpecially under the New Teflament, as 
the Lord of Souls and Confciences ; as well as thofe 
. Bleffings of the Gofpel, which are brought in by 
Chrift and the Holy Spirit, are reprefented hereby*

Nations of Canaanites, and the 
Males among other Gentile Captives inWar, who 
bad refufedtheOfieroJfPeace» were judged fo un« 
clean and polluted, that they were all to be de« 
firoyed, DeiU. vii. i — 4. Jcjb. vi. 21. ch, vii. 26, 
andx. 28, 30, 32, 40, Csfr, Dtut, xx. 13 — 17, 
And the Houfes and Garments of the Ifraelitet, 
where the leprous Spots could not be taken away, 
were to be deftroyed alfo. Leu. xiii. 57. and ch« 
xiv. 45. and thofe Ifraelices in whom the Leprofy 
prevailed, were to be fhut out of the Camp as un« 
clean, £^«xiii. 45, 46. 

6 Qi Were there any Crimes of real Immora- 
lity or impiety which could be taken away by any 
of thefe outward Ceremonies of Purification ? 

A* The mere outward Performance of any of 
thefe Ceremonies did purify the Perfons defiled no 
further, than to fet them right in their political 
State, as Subjects under God as their King; and 
to cleanfe them, as Members of the Jewi(h vifible 
Church from ceremonial Defilement, Heh* ix. 13. 
Th$ Blood of Bulk and of Goats ^ and the Ajhjs of 
an Heifer, fprinkUng the Unclean^ fanSiifeth no fur-' 
ther than to the purifying of the Flejh, But Heb. 
3t- 4* It is not poffible that the Blood of Bulls and 
Goats Jhould take away Sins ; that is, as they are 
committed againft God as the Lord of their Souls 
and Confciences. 

7 QiHow then were the Sins of the Jews.cleaned 
or pardoned, I mean, their real Immoralities and 
Impieties agaiijA God^ as the Lord of Coidcvfticwt^X 
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A, They- obtains} Pardon oFG6'd ticcording ttr 
the Difcovory of Grace and-Forgivcnefsfrartered 
up and down through all tjie five Bobks of Mofcs 
and cfpecially according to the Promifcs made, and 
the Encouragements given to Ahraham, Ifaac and 
Jacob, and in general to all ihofe who finccrely 
repent of Sin, and truft in the Mc^cy of God fo 
far as it was then revealed, and to be further re- 
vealed in Time to come, Exod, xxxiv. 6, 7. Deut: 
iv. 29 — 31. J fa, Iv. 7, l^c. But this Forgivenefr 
is owing to the cflFeAual Atonement ofChrift^ 
which was to be made in due Time, and which 
took away Sins pafl as well as to com£^ Rom. iiu;

Did thefe outward Rites of Putificartroa 
then do nothing towards the Removal of their

and by the fandlifying Spirit of God, which isre^ 
prefented uiider the Figure ef cltan Wuter. See 
Htb^ ix, and x.

from the Camp, and called it the Tabernacle of th#

out to this Tabernacle* .This is fuppoied to be a little 
occafional Tabernacle, made like a fmall Chapel, 
for prefent Worfhip ; for God refided there at tKft 
Door of it in a cloudy Pillar ; and Mofes went into

It is defcribed always like a living Crea- 
turtf'with Wings, and probably with cloven Feet 
too ; but whether it be rather in the Shape of an 
Ox, or of a Man, the Learned are not agreed.

A. For the Priefts to wa(h their Hands and their 
Feet when they went to do Service in the Taber* 
nacle, Exod, xxx. 18 — 21. 

52 Q. Where did the Altar of Burnt-oflfering 
and the Laver ftand ? 

A. In the Court of the Tabernacle, under the 
open ^ky^ Exod, xl. 29, 30. 

53 Qi Having feen the holy Things that be- 
longed to the Tabernacle, let us now inquire what 
were the Priefis holy Garments ? 

A. The common Priefis had a Veft called an 
Ephod^ and fome peculiar Garments of fine Linen 
appointed them when they miniftered in theTa« 
l)ernacle ; but the Garments of the High Prieft 
were very peculiar, and exceeding rich and glo- 
rious, I Sam. xxii.

j1. It was fomething whereby the Mind and 
Will of God were made known to the High Prieft 
when he inquired in Cafes of DifEcuhy, Exod* 
xxviii, 30. iVtt;w^.xxvii.*3r. 

NoUh^TC^ On this Ephod was the Urim and Thum- 
mim in the Breaft-plate, which are fometimes cal* 
led the Oracle^ bccaufe the High Prieft by confulting 
this in any Inquiry of Importance found the Mind 
of God, and told it to the Inquirer. But we know 
not what thisUrim and Thummim were, or by what

A. Some might be defigned perhaps by way of 
Thankfgiving, but moil of them were to make 
Atonement for Sins or Trefpailes againft the Law 
of the Jews, or to purify the Unclean from fome 
ceremonial Defilement^ Heb. ix. 7, 131 22.

104 Q^ What was the great Day of At^mmvit^ 
A* The tenth Day of the fevcnth Month was 
appointed as a general Day of publk: KaHing and 
Humiliation, Repentance and Atonement, for qII 
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the People, Lev. xxiii. 27. and xvi. 29, and 
Numb. xxix. 

1050^ What was to be dpde on that Day ? 

J. This was the Day jvhcn the Hi^h Prfeft, 
drefled in his richeft Garments, wa^ ,|l:p iei)teTJinto 
the moft Holy Place with ^he Blopdof a pejcjiliar 
Sacrifice, and fprinkle it upon the Mercynfeai be- 
fore the Lord, to make Atonement for the iSioa of 
the whole Nation, and to offer Incenfeon the.gol- 
den Cenfer. \jSee froeral jmn dnmonus bdwging 
it ihh Day^ Lev. xvi. j Let it be oUerved alfo, 
that in the Year of Jubilee, on this great Day of 
Atonement, the Trumpet of Jubilee wat to be 
founded through the Land, -to proclaim Liberty 
to all the Inhabitants, £/v. xxv.

107 C^ What was theDefign of this Ceremony? 
J. To keep in Memory their dwelling in Booths 

in the Wildernefs, when they went out of the 
Land of Egvpt, Liv. xxiii. 39 — 44* 

108 Q. iiow was this Feaft obferved ? 

A. By peculiar Sacrifices every Day of tbeFeaft, 
and a holy Aflembly on the firft Day, and on the 
eighth Day, Numb, xxix. 12. 

109 (^ At what Hour did their Sabbathsj and 
all their Feafts begin and end ? 

J. The Jews counted their Days, and par^cu- 
larly their Holy-Days, from the Evening at Su.nfet 
tp the next Evening, Gen. i. 5. Lev xxiii. 5, 32. 

1 1 Q. A t what Place vi^ere the Feafts to be kept ? 
A. At the Place which God ftiould choofe for 

the Refideoce of the Ark and Tabernacle 1 which

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wasfirftat Shiloh, afterwards at Jerufalem; though'' 
tbe blonring of Trumpets to proclaim the Begin- 
ning of tbe Year was praftifed in all the Cities of 
Krael.

X 1 1 Q. How then could alllfirael keep tbefeFeafts? 

J, At the three chief Feafts, namely, the Pafs- 
over, Pemecoft, and the Feaft of Tabernacles all 
the Males were to appear before God in one Place 
with &Hiie OSMngyExod, xxiii. 14 — 17. Deut. 
xvi. 1 6. 

112Q. What was the Offering they were to 
bring unto God, when they appeared before him * 
at tbefe folemn Feafts ? 

A^ The Tithe, or tenth Part of their Corn, 
Wine, and Oil, and the Firft-born of their Cat* 
tie ; but they themfelves were to partake in eat- • 
log of it, D$ut. xiv. 22, 23. though tbe Bulk of it 
wat to be given to the Piiefts and Levites. See 
CAap.VI. ^ijl.is, 16. 

1130^ Was it not dangerous for them to leave - 
tbeJ'ownDwellings, inTownsandVillages which • 
bordered on their Enemy's Country ? 

A. God promifed them, that when they fhould 
go up to appear before him thrice in the Year, .

(2.) To employ that People, who were fo much 

fivcn to Idolatry, in many Varieties of outward 
. brms and Rites of Religion, left thjey (hoold be 
tempted to foHow the Superftition and Idolatry 
of the Nations round about them, Deut vi. i, 2, 
14, 17. Deui xxix. i, 97-* 8. 
- (j.) To reprefent by Types, Figures and Em- 
blems, many of the Offices of Chrift, and the 
Clories and Blelfings of his Gofpel. 

]i6 Q^ How doth it appear that any of thefe 
Jewifh Ceremonies are Emblems or Types of 
Chrift and his Gofpel ? 

J, I. This appears from many Places in the 
New Teftament, where Jefus Chrift and the Blefs- 
ings of the Gofpel are called by the fame Names. 
So Chrrft is c^liqd our I£gh Prle/f, Heb. iii. i. 
and iv. 14. He is the Lamb that was flain, /2^. 
v. 6. I Pet A. 19, 24>, Our Pa/s'overy 1 Cor. v. 7. 
ind Sacrifice to take away Sin, 'Heb, ix. 26. The 
j^tonement or Propitiation for Sin, Rom. iii. 25. 
I John ii. 2. His Body is caired the Temple^ be- 
caufe God dwelt in it as jn the Jewitb Temple, 
Johnxx. 19, 21. 'CoL ii. 9, 

2. This appears yet further from the evident and 
intended Refemblance which the Scripture rcpre- 
ftnts between feveral of the Jewifti Cereiwonies, 
and the Things of the Gofpel. The Blood of 
Chrift obtained eVernal Redemption for us, as the 

Blo«d 



Blood of Bulls and Gosts cleanfed' and freed the 
Jewj from ceremonial Defilements, Heb. ix. 12, 
he. His Btood i$ called the BUod rf Sprinklings 
Heb. xii. 24* to fprjnkle or cleanfe us from a 
guilty Confcience, as the fprinkling of the Blood 
of the Jewtfh Sacrifices purified the People, Heb. 
ix. 20. and ch. x. 22. The mofl holy Placij where 
God dwelt of old on the Mercy- feat, is the Fi- 
gure of the true Heaven, where God dwells on a 
1 hrone of Grace, Htb. ix. 8, 24. and iv, i6. 
The High Prieft's Entrance with the Blood of 
the Sacrifice, »nd with the Names of the Tribes oa 
his Breaft, into the moft holy Place, to appear bi* 
fort God there for the Jews, . is a plain Figure of 
Chrift's Entrance into Heaven with his own Bloody 
to appear before God for us, Heb. ix. 12, 25. The 
Jewiih Incenfe was a Type or Figure of Prayer, 
Rev. V. 8. and viii. 3. The Jewi(h Sabbath on 
Day of Reft ^ as well as' the Land of Canaan, was 
a Type 01 the Reft and Releafe of Believers from 
Sin and Guilt, and from an uneafy Confcience, 
under the Gofpel, and the final Reft of the Saints 
in Heaven^ Heb iv. 3, 4, 9, lo. 

This might be proved more at large by fome 
other Scriptures, where the Jewifii Rites in ge- 
neral are called Figures or Shadowiofthe goodThings 
of theGofpeUC^A ii. 16, 17. Heb, viii. 5. and ix. 
I— 14, 23, 24. 

117 Q; Did the Jews themfelves underftand 
the fpiritual Meaning of thefe Ceremonies? 

A' Perhaps a few of them, who were more en- 
lightened, might underftand the Meaning of fome 
of the chiefeft and moft confiderable Types ; but 
the Bulk of the People can hardly be fuppafed to 
have underftood the fpiritual Meaning of them ; 
atieaft, the Bible gives us no Intimation of it. 
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Ii8 Q. How could theyb^ appointed^ asTypes*- 
and Figures of fpiritual Things, if the People who 
VPCre' required to ufe them in their Worfhip,. did 
not underftand the fpiritual Meaning of them ? 

J. I. The Jewifli Difpenfaclon was the Childifli 
or Infant State of the Church of God, as it is de- 
4bribed, Gal, iv. i, 2, 3, ^c. Now, Children are 
Ibmetimes employed in feveral Things, by their 
vrifer Parents, the chief Defign and IM^aning" 
wiiereof chey underftand not till riper Years. 

a. If theie Ceremonies were not underftood ^y 
die ancient Jews, to whom they were given, yet 
tbey might be defigned as Types and Figures of 
Chrift, and the Bleffings of the Gofpel, in order 
to confirm the Religion of Chrift and the Gofpel, 
when it ftiould be afterward piiblilhed to tl^ 
World, by feeing how happily it aofwen tbefe 
ancient Types. 

1 19 Q. Wherein doth this appear ? 

A. St Paul doth adually confirm Chriftianity 
this Way, efpecially in his Epiftle to the Htbrews^ 
by fliewing how tfaiefe ancient Types and Cere^ 
monies are fulfilled in theGofpel of Chrift. 

A'bftf, As a Prophecy is the Foretelling of Things to 
come, in Words, fo a Type is the Foretelling of 
ibmething to come, in fome real Emblem or Fi- 
gure or Reiemblanceof it : Now as there are many ^ 
ancient Prophecies which were not underftood by 
the Perfons to whom they were firft fpoken, nor by . 
the Perlbns who fpoke them, 1 Petp i. 1 1, 12. yet ^ 
yihen they^re fulfilled they come to be better un- 
derftood, and bear Witnefs to the Hand of God^ 
both in the Prophecy and in the Accomplifhment* 
So though Types may be obfcure when they are 
firft appointed, yet when they are accomplifhed 
or fui filled, they are better underftood, and ftiew 
the Hand of God, both in appointing the Sign^ 
aad briDging to pais the Thing fignified*

jt. That which related to their civil Govern- 
ment as a Nation. 

2 Q. Who was their Governor ? 

jI. God himfelf condefcepded to take upon him 
the Title of their King, and he appointed various 
Kinds of Governors under him, as bethought fit, 
Jj^//i viii. 23. X Sam. xii« I2, 13. Ifa. xxxiiL %x^ 
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NoUf Since the fame Perfon was both their Goo. and 
their Kikg. the Tabernacle and the Temple msfy 
be confidered not only as the Refid^nce of their 
God 9 but as the Palace o£ their |Cin^.2tl6. The 
Court of the Tabernacle was the Court of the'Pa- 

' lace ; the Holy of Holies was 'the Prefence cham- 
ber ; the Mercy feat was his Throne ; the Cherubs 
reprefented his Attendants as God, and the Priefts 
were his Minifters of State as King; the High Pricft 
his Prime Kdinifter ; the Levites were his OfficeiSy 
difperfed through all the Kingdom ;. the Table of 
Shewbread, together with feme Part of the Sacri- 
fices which were given to the Pricft, did reprelent 
the Provilion for his Houfliold, £^c. 

Whatfoever other Governors were made from Time 
to Time, either Captains, Judges, or Kings, they 
were but Deputies to God, who put them in, and 
turned them out at Pleafurc. 

3 Q^ What did the Political or Ciyit liaws, or 

Commands oblige the People to? 

jt. To many particular Praft ices/ relatmg, (f.) 
To War and Peace. (2.) To Hufbands and Wives. 
(3.) Parents andChildren. (4.) Matters and Ser- 
vants. (5.) Food and Raiment. (6.) Houfes and 
Lands. (-7,) Corn and Huftandry. (8.) Money 
and Cattle. (9 ) The Birds and Beafts. (10 ) The 
Firft-bornof all Things. (11.) The Maintenance 
of the Levites and Priefts, ( 1 2.) The Care of the 
Bodies and Lives of Men. 

4 Q: What were feme of the mope peculiar 
Laws about IVar and t^eace ? 

A, That they fliould make no Peace with the 
feven Nations of Canaan, but that they (hould d^« 
flroy them utteily; and that when they went to 
War, every Soldier who was afraid might go home, 
Diui. vii. I, 2, 3. and chap xx. 8. 

5 Q: What were fome of their peculiar £*a^s 
about Hujbandi^w^ Wiva ? 

I As That 
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^. That a Man (hould marry his Brother's Wi- 
dow, if his Brother died cbildlefs: and that Men 
were permitted to put away their Wives by a 
Writing of Divorce, Diut. xxv. 5, xxiv. i. And 
that Adultery was to be puni(hed with Death, 
Lev XX. 10. ' 

6 Q. What were fome of their fpecial Laws 
about Parent s^ni Children ? 

A. The fir ft- born Son was to have a double 
Portion : And that any Child who fmoteor curfed 
his Father or his Mother, or was obftinately re- 
bellious and incorrigible, was to be put to Death, 
Dtut xxi. 17, 18 — ^u Ex&d,xxui^, 17. 

Q^ What are fome of their fpetialLaws about 

(a/lers and Servants f 

jI. Any Servant might go free, if his Mafter had 
maimed him: And an Ifraelitifh. Servant, though 
be vitit, bought with Money, (hall go out free 
for nothing in the feventh Year; and if he will not 
go out free, his Mafter (hall bore his £ar through 
on the Door-poft with an Awl, and he (ball ferve 
him for ever, Exad. xxi. 2 — 6. and ver. 26, 27. 

^ IfcU^ This Word, for eoer'y fignifics till the Year of Ju- 
bilee; for all Servants or Slaves, who were He- 
brews, were then to have their Freedom* and re- 
fum to their own Lands and Podeffions in their 
own Tribe. See Leo. xxv. 29 — 42. And this is the 
beft way of reconciling JExoi. xxi^with Leo* xxv. 
where one Text faith, Tht Servant Jhdll go out free in 
the feventh Year, and another in the Year of jubilee^ 
and the third faith, he Jhall ferve for eotr. 

8 Qi What fpecial Laws had they relating to 
their Food? 

A. That they (hould cat no Blood, nor the Fat 
of the Kidneys, nor any Thing that died of iifelf, 
or was torn of wild Beafts, nor any of the Beafts 

or 
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or Bird», or Fiflies, which were pronounced to be 
unclean. Lev. zi, and xvii. Dmt. xiv. 2i. And 
therefore they would not eat with Heathens, left 
they (hould tafte unclean Food. 

9 Q. What were fome of their Lawa relating to 
their Clothing ? 

A. A Man muft not wear the Raiment of Wo» 
men, nor a Woman the Raiment of Men : They 
muft wear no mixed Garment made of Woolen 
and Linen ; and they were required to make Fringes 
in the Borders of their Garments, and put upoa 
the Fringe of the Borders a Ribbon of blue, th»t 
they might look upon it, and remember to do the 
'Cemmandments of the Lord, Numb. xv. 38, ^^ 
Deut.xxiu 5, II, 12. 

*'}iote^ In our 'Saviour's Time they \^fote SentfentH of 
the Law \sti Parchment, and pat themr on their 
Foreheatdsand their GatmenCs : Tkefe were cattud.. 
^PfiykiBtrks^ Matt. Jkxiii. 5. 

loQ. What are fome of their ipecial LaWi 
about Moufes and Lands f 

A. That every pventh Year the l^and flcouli* 
-ivft f»mi ^lovghniff^uid fewihg ; and God ^plto" 
-Hilfed to {rive ttKOiTdod^eiiough in the fiatth for 
tte fhree Years. And tff^tyfftiith Year, which 
is the Year of yuhilft^ all Houfes and Lands that 
were iTold, fiiould return to their former Pofleflbrs, 
except Houfes in waUed Towns, Lev. xxv. 2—17^ 
20, :2i, ^o, Csf^. 

Noie^ Every fevcnth Year, in which the Fields were 
not to be tilled| was called a Sabbath^ or Sabbatical 
Year : and after fiven Sabbatical Years, that is, 
Jorty-nint Years, was the Year of JubiUe in the fif- 
tieth. Though fome have fuppofed the Jubilee to 
be the forty-ninth Year itfelt, that fo two Sabbati-^ 
cal Years might not come together : For in the Ju« 

biiee. 
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bilee, it is plain, there was to be no Ploughing, nor 
Sowing, nor Reaping, nor Vintage, Lev. xxv. 1 1* 

1 1 Q. What were Tome fpecial Jewifli Laws 
about Corn and Hujbattdry f 

A. They were forbid to plough with an Ox 
and an Afs together; to fow their Fields with Seeds 
of different Kinds ; or to make clean Riddance of 
their Harvefts, either of the Field or of the Trees^ 
for the Gleanings were to be left for the Poor, 
DArf.xxii, 9— »ii. i^. xix. 9, 10, 19. And any 
Travellers might eat their Fill of Grapes or Com 
in a Field or Vineyard, but might carry none avray, 
«£>#itf.*xxiii. 24>^S* 

ora Q. 'What 'were Tome of 4heir peculiar Laws 
"iAcHit Monej^ tSoods^ and Cattk f 

uf.^bey might lend Money upon Ufury to a 

Strang, but iiot to an Ifraelite. That a Thief 
boirfd ridftbre double for whatfoever Tbiqg he had 
ftoleii; but if he ftole Cattle, and killed or fdld them^ 
tie-muft'pay five Oxen for an Ox, and Tour Sheep 
for a Sh^ep, Exod. xxii. 22. DiuU xxiii. 19, %o. 
^Mxod. xxii. I— >9. But if he had nothing to 
the Thief fliouM be fold for his Theft, vtr. 3. 

17 Qi What fpecial Laws related to Btafts and 
Birisf 

J. They were forbid to muzzle the Mouth of 
the Ox tbat trod out the Corn, that fo he might 
eat Tome while he was treading it: Nor when they 
took a Bird's- neft in the Field with Eggs or young 
ones, were they permitted to take the Dam with 
them, i)/i//. xxv. 4. and xxii. 6, 7. 

14 Q. What Laws were given them about the 
Fir/I' horn? 

A. The Firft-bom of Man and Beafts were de- 
voted or given to God, as well as the Fir ft* fruits 
of the Trees and of the Field, Exod, xxii. 299 30. 
^«m^. xviii. 12> 13. 
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Note, The Firft-bom of Men were redeemed by the 
Levites : The Firft-bom of Beafts^ were to be fa- 
^rificed, or fome way put to Death, if not redeem- 
ed, Exodm xii. 2, 12, 13, 15. Nimib. ill. 41. 

15 Q; What were the Laws about the Main- 
tenance of the Priejii ? 

A. The Priefts were to be maintained by th^ 
Firft-born of all (Rattle, and the Firft-fruits of 
OiU and Wine, and Corn^ and they bad a Share 
in various Sacrifices, namely, the Heave*Offisr- 
ings, the Wave-Breaft, and the right ShouIder» 
l^c, Numhk xvii'u 8—19. 

Notty Heave-Offerings w^re to be moved upwarda and 
downwards, towards Heaven and Earth. Wave' 
Offerings were to be ihalcen to and fro, or move4 

, towards the four Quarters of the Heaven. All this 
is fuppoied to fignify an Offering of them to Go<L 
as MQiverfal Lord ot all Parts of the Creation, and 
who dwells every where* 

i6Q^ What were the Laws about the LivitOr 
.Maintenance i 

>/• They were maintained by the Tenth or 
Tithe of Fruits and Corn, which God appointed 
jfor them, Numb. xyii. 21, 24. And tl^ey had fome 
Cities and their Suburbs, given them out of eveiy 
Tribe, JoJb\ xxi. 

17 Q^ What were fome of their fpccial Laws 
about the Bodies and the Lives of Men t 

J. He that killed, or ftole, and fold a Maii« 
finuftdie for it, £;^^i. xxi. 12, 16. And |n all Cafes 
of real Injury or Mifchief, Life was to pay for 
Life, an £ye for an Eye, a Hand for a Hand, or a 
Foot for a Foot, Lev. xxiv. 17 — 20.. And this 
was the Penalty of a falfe Witnefs, who intended 
'to bring any Mifchief whatfoever on another^ 
Deuu xix. 18, dsfr. for th? fame was to be exe- 
cuted on the falfe Witnefs, 
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iS Q. Was there no Pardon for him that killed 
another ? 

A, If he did it wilfully^ there was no Pardon ; 
bot if it was don^ by Chance, there were fix Cities 
of Refoge in the^Land of Canaan appointed, to 
which the Manflayer might-fly, and befafe. But 
he was bound to dwell there till the Death of the 
High Pricft, Numb. xxxv. 1 1 — 33. 

X9'Q^ Was. the Law the fame for the Servant 
or Slavif and for the Faeman^ in Cafe of MaioH 
ing and of^Murder ? 

:^. Not intirely the fame ; for in fome Cafes oF 
maiming or' killing a Slave, the Offender was not 
poniihed to the fame' Degree as if the injured Per* 
ion had been a Freetmn^ Exod. xxi. 20, 26. 

20 Q: What were fome of the ufual Puniih- 
tnents of Criminals appointed in the JewifliLaw ? 

^. A Fine of Money or Cattle to be paid, a 
cutting ffff' from the People, or Congregation, 
foourging or beating, at moft with forty Stripes, 
the Lofsof a Limb, or the Lofs of Life, Exod. xxi. 
19, 22, 36. Lev. xix. 20. chap, xxiv, 17 — 20. 

21 Q. What is the Meaning of being cut off 
/rffm the People^. or the Congrfgation ? 

A. In fome greater Crimes, fuch as prefump* 
tuous Rebellion againft the Laws of God, wilful 
Sabbath-breakhig, l^c. it may fignify capital Pu- 
nifhmentor Death by the Hands of theMagiftrate, 
Numb.xy* 30,31. Exod.xxxx. 14. In fome Cafes 
it may intend a being devoted to fome Judgment 
by the immediate Hand of God, Lev. xvii, 10. and 
XX, 5; 6. But in fome lefler Crimes, perhaps, it 
may fignify no more than to be excommunicated, 
or uut out of the Congregation of Ifrael, and the 
Privileges thereof; as for eating leavened Bread at 
the Time of the Paft-over, Exod* xii. 15. or for a 

Man's 
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Man*s going unto the holy Things with his Un« 
cleannefs upon him, L#v. xxti. 3. where it is.exi> 
prefled, that that Svuljballbi cut oSfr&m the Pre^ 
fmct of God.

Reprefentation of the Prefence of God, but witb-» 

out God's Appointment, Exod.iciiiL\u i. 

Kdtt^ It is fcarcely to be fuppofed that this was th« 

iTverelmage of acommonCalf.or that the Jew& could 

fall jdown and worfhip fuch an Image; or that they 

coi^d fuppofe an Ox or Calf, which was the Idol ctf 

their Enemies ihe Egyptians, wasa proper Embleia 

of the God of Ifraei, their Deliverer from £g3np^« 

Probably therefore it was the Image of a Cherub, 

partly in the Foni\ of a winged Ox And (ince God 

' was reprefented immediately afterward by Mofes, 

as dwilUng among the Chcrubims on the Mercy-feat, this 

might be a common Opinion or Notion beforehand 

among the People even of that Age * : And it might 

be made as a vifible Reprefentation of the Prefence 

of God, for they proclaimed a Feaft to Jkhovahy veh

made perhaps the fame Sort of Images for the fame 

Purpofe, which are called Calves. But both this, 

and that being done without God's Appointment, 

it was all Idolatry, and in a way of the utmoft

A, None but Caleb and Jofhua, who followed 
the Lord fully, and gave a good Account of the 
Land of Promife, Numb. xiv.

A. When Korah, Dathan and Abiram ftirred up a

Nation*s deftroying another, and feizingtheir Lands

Train of moft conlpicuous and public Miracles and 
Prophecies 1 k> that the Ifraelites could hot be de- 
ceived in their divine Commifllon for this bloodyc 
Work.

The Seventy or Seventy-two Elders were the graved 
and moft venerable of thefe Officers, (ix out of 
every Tribe ; for God fays to Mofes, Gather to me 
Sevaity Men of the Elders of Ifrad^ whom thou knoweft^ 
to be Officers over them^ Numb, xi. 16. Thefe were 
to meet together, and confult upon extraordinary 
Occaflons, as when a Sort of Sedition was raifed 
by the Murmurings of the People, Numb. xi. or in 
fuch like Cafes of Danger. 

The High Prieft was the chief Counfellpr, and (bme- 
times a Judge ; for the Oracle of God was with 
him, and he was fuppofed to be chiePy (killed in the 
Law, efpecially if he were an elderly Man. 

The common Priefls and Levites were alio Affiflants 
to the Judges^ by way of Couniel| and ia deciding 
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Controverfiesin every Tribe^Z)a(^.xvii.9'«-iz. But 
ftill the executive Power was vefted in the Judge 
of each Tribe, and God himfelf was their Kingi 
and the Center of Union and Government. 

But when, through their Idolatry and VV ickednefsy 
God foribok thePeople,andtheOfficers and Judges 
neglefted their Duty, the People fuftained the Mi- 
fenes andConfufions of an Anarchy, as it is feveral 

- Times exprefied in the Book of Jvdgts : There was 
no IGng in Ifraety and every one did lohat weu right in his 
0amEyesm And by their Difunion and want of Go- 
vernment they were weakened, and became an eafy 
Prey to their Enemies round about them : But at 
particular Sealbns God railed them up extrardiruay 
7ii4ges to recover them fromSlavery.and to reflore 
Government among them : And thefe had a Domi- 
nion over many, or ail the Tribes, being railed up 
eminently by God himfelf. 

That this was the original and appointed Method of 
the Government or Ifrael, as 1 have defcribed it^ 
we may learn partly homDeut. 1.13. where theOfH- 
cers are chofen, and Deut, xvii.

45 Q: Who was Deborah ? 

A. She was a Woman, a Prophetefs, who deli- 
vered Ifrael from the Tyranny of Jabin, King of 
Canaan, who had nine hundred Chariots of Iron^ 
yudges iv. 2 — 4. 

46 Q^ How did (he deliverlfrael fromhisHand? 
Jf. She fent forth Barak to Battle againft him^ 

who routed hi$ Army, which was commanded by 
Siicra his General, Judges iv. 5. 

47 Qi How was Sifera flain ? 

A. By the Hand of Jael, a Woman, who when 
be came to reft himfelf in her Tent, drove a Nail 
into his Temples, Judges iv. 18—22. 

48 Q^ Who was Gideon ? 

A, The Son of Joaih ; he was called by an 
Angel, or by God himfelf, todeftroy the Worfliip 
of Baal, and to deliver Ifrael from the Hands of 
the Midianites, Judges vi. 11 — 14. 

NoUy Gideon hadfufHcient Evidence that this was a 
Meilage fromGod himfelf,for theAngel talked with 
him; and when Gideon had fetched fomeFlefh and 
Cakes tp entertain him, the Angel bid him lay them 
upon a Rock, and pour out the Broth upon them, 
then with one End of his Rod the Angel touched 
them, and Fire arofe and confumed them.

An He threw a Javelin at him, and often at- 
tempted to kill him, i S^^tz. xviii.

Hend let it be obferved^ that as thece were feverat' 
Seafons, and under diflPerent Kings, when Part of . 
the Children of Jfraeland Judah were carried into 
Captiviiy, and fevexal Periods whence their De- 
iblations may commence; 9:i there were feveral 
Seaibns alfo of their Return and Redoration : 
But the chief Duration of their Captivity and de- - 
folate Circumdances wasfeventy Years. See 2 Kings 
xx4v. I, 2, 10-— ^14. and chapf.xxvi 1 1. c^m^jT'Ai 
with Ezra i. i, 2. and chap, vi^ i«i»i2. chap.vii. 7» 
and Nehem. ii i • £^r. 

2 Qi Who gave them Releafe- from their Cap- 
tivity in Babylon ? 

J, When Babylon Was taken by Cyrus, theG'eJ- 
neral of the Army under Darius, the King of the 
Medes, the Aflyrian or Babylonifh Empire was fi- ' 
nifhed. After Darius's Death, Cyriis hinifelf be- 
came King of Perfia, and he not only gave 'the 
P^opJe of the Jews a Releafe, but g^ve them alfo- 
a Commiflion to rebuild the Temple, andreftored" 
to cbem the VeSels of G^^ld and Silver \ anJ chii 
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he did by the Hand of Shefbazzar, a Prince of Jtt- 
dah, Ezfai. 7— IK 

NoUf Now was that Prophecy fulfilled which Ifaiah 
pronounced above a hundred Years before, Ifaiah 
xliv* 2$, that it was Gyrus who fliouM fay to Jem* 
falem, Be thou buMt ; and' to the TempCsy Be thy Fintn* 
dation laid ; and chap* xlv.

A, Whik the Builders laid the FoandatioD« the 
PHeft» and tlic Levites fung and praifed tlie Lord 
with Tnsmpers, and other InftriHiients, alter the 
Ordinance of David, £zr^ iii. io» 11. 

7 Q, What remarkable Occurrences attended 
the laying of the Foondaiion of the Temple ? 

A. While the younger Part of the People ihouted 
for Joy*, many of the ancient Fathers wept with a 
loud Voice,, when they remembered how mucb 
more glorious the firft Temple was than the fecond 
was Itke to be, ver, 12, 13. and Hag. ii. 3. 
Here it may be obferved, that though the Foundation 
of the fecond Temple (lood on the fame Compafs of 
Ground as the firft, yet a Company of poor Exiles,' 
returning from a long Captivity, could not promife 
•r hope iorib glorious a Building as the Temple of 
Solomon, neither in the Richnels of the Materials, 
nor in the Magnificence and Curiofity of the Work- 
. maofhip. •SMOrPru^AZttx'sGmiu^^uTit, VolJ«p,i43. 
The Jews alfo generally fuppofe jivt Things to be 
wanting in the fecond Temple, after it was finifh- 
ed, which did belong to the firft ; namely, ( i.) The 
Ark of the Covenant, and the Mercy-lcat, which 
was upon it, with the Cherubs of Cold, together 
with, tnc Tables of Stone in which the Law was 
written, which were in the Ark when it was 
brought into Solomon's Temple, 1 Kings viii, 9. 
. s Chron* v. ic» though one would think they [hould 
have made an Ark and a Mercy-feat, before which 
the High Prieft Qiould ofEciate once a Year. Some 
. learned Men fuppofe there was fuch an Ark made, 
and that Ezra's corre£l Copy of the Bible was laid 
up in it : and that it is in Imitation of this, that the 
prefent Jews in all their Synagogues have fuch an 
Ark or CofiFer, wherein they keep the Law. (2.)

For though Haggai, Zechariah, and 
Malachi lived while the fecond Temple was 
building, and propheficd after it was built, yet 
on their Death the prophetic Spirit ccafed from 
among them.

A, The Samaritans defired to join with, them 
in their Building, and becaufe the Jews forbid 
them, they gave them continual Trouble in the 
Days of Cyrus, £zra iv.

-<iLWhen Artaxerxes the firft came to theThronc 
of Perfia,thefe People wrote an Accufation againft 
the Jews, that thejGity of Jerufalem had been re- 
bellious in former Times ; whereupon Artaxerxes 
caufed the Work to ceafe tiU the fecond Year of. 
Darius, ver,.y — -24. 

NoUy This was not Darius, the firft King, and he who. 
took Babylon, and releafed Daniel from the Lions 
Den ; but another; who rergned fcveral Years af- 
ter him, and was called Darius Hyilafpes, as the 
beft Authors aflert : And this al(b was long before 
that Darius whom Alexander fubdued, and put an 
End to the Perfian Kingdom. 
Here let it be obferved in general, that it is not a very 
eafy Matter for learned Men to agree exaftly in ad- 
juftinglhe Timeof allthefe Events, and the parti- 
. cular Accomplifliment of every Prophecy, becaufe 
there were feveral' Kings of the fame Name; as, 
three or four Artax€rxes% and three or more Dari^ 
Us'^y &c. And there were/owr Decrees from the 
Kings of Perfia in favour of the Jews : Th&^rft 
flom Cyrus to Zerubbabel, or Shelbazzar, a Prmce 
of Judab, Ezra i. 1 — 8. Th^ /ecotid from Darius the 
Second^ to the Enemies of the Jews, to forbid thdr 
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Hindrance of the Work, Ezra vi. i — 7. The third 
from Artaxerxes the Second to Ezra, recorded in 
Ezra vii. 1 1 . Tl^c fourth from the lame Artaxerxes. 
to Nehemlah, written in Nthem, \u i-*9. 

10 Q- Who perfuaded the Jews to go on with 
their Work under the Reign of this Darius ? 

J, The Prophets of God which were with them, 
encouraged and required them in the Name of the 
Lord, to go on with the Work of the Temple ; 
for feveral of them were too negligent, and God 
p^niflied them for it with Scarcity of Corn and 
Wine, Ezra v. i, 2. Hag, u 2-^1 x. Zecb. i. 7, 
l^c. and chap, iii, and iv. 

1 1 Q^ What Encouragement did they meet with 
from the Perfian Court I 

-/^. The Governors of the Provinces at this 
Time feeing them renew their Buildings, fent to 
enquire concerning the O^Jer which Cyrus gave 
for it: And Darius having found this Order among 
the Records of Bahybn, gave a friefh Command 
for the Rebuilding of the Houfe of God, Ezra 
Y* 3 — 17. and chap. vi. i — 14.

A. Through many Delays, arifing partly from 
the Negligence of the Jews, partly from the Op- 
pofition of their Enemies, it was twenty Years in 
buiMing: Nor was it finiflied till the fixth Year 
of the Reign of Darius, at which Time they de- 
dicated it with many Sacrifices, and kept the Pafs- 
over with Joy, Ezravx. 15 — 22. 

Here It may be worthy of our Obfervation, that the ' 
threatened Deftruftion of Babylon kept Pace with 
the promifed Reftoration and Joy of the Jews. It 
was Cyrus, who, as General of the Army of Dar 
rius the Firft, took Babylon by Siege,, with Blood 
and Slaughter, who alfo releafed the captive Jews, 
when he came to be King ofPerfia. Then the 
River was turned in, upon the CouutTY'tovxrvd \\.\ 
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which J&iah foretold, chap. xiv« ^3% And ii became 
a Poffcfion for Bitterns^ and PooUifWtatr and the Sea 
cavertdU. Yet Babylon was not then deftroyed. But 
when the Babylonians revolted, in the fifth Year 
of Darius Hyilafpes, and he befiegedthem with a 
vaft Army, their Oefolation was very great. They 
themfelves (lew almoft all their Women and young 
Children, to make their Provifions hold out. Then 
the Prophecy of Ifaiah was fulfilled, chap, xlvii. 
9* Ttvo Things JhdL come to them in one Dm^ the Zi^ 
rfCfdUren^ and Widewhood. Darius took the City 
in the End of the fixth Year of his Reign, (at 
which Time the Jewifh Temple was finiflied ;] he 
gave them up to the Plunder of his Pcrfian Army, 
impaled Three ihoufand^ who were chief Afiors in 
the Revolt^ beat their Walls down from three Atifi* 
dred Cubits high, to fifty Cubits. After this, Ba- 
bylon languilhed a while, and at kA ended in a 
perpetual Defolation 1 

13 Q;. What farther Encouragemenc did the 
Jews receive from another King Artaxerxes ? 

A. Artaxerxes, the fecond King of Periia, gave 
Ezra the Prieft and Scribe a Letter and Decree, 
to encourage the Jews yet remaining in Babylon, 
to go up to Jerufalem and efiablifh the Worihipof 
the true God there, Exra vii. 1 1 — 26. 

Note^ This fecond Artaxerxes is fuppofed by Dr Pn- 
deaux to be Artaxerxes Longimanus, as the Hea« 
then Hiftorian calls him ; and to be. that fame 
Ahafuerus who made Efther his Queen, and 1q 
became very friendly to the Jews. 

14 Q^ How did the King enable them to fulfil 
this Decree? 

A. The King and his Couniellors freely ofllered 
much Silver and Gold for this Work, and being 
fenfible of the Greatnefs and Power of the God of 
the Jews, whom he calls The God of Heaven^ he 
fought to fecure his Favour for himfelf and h^ Fa« 
mi]/, and pronounced a fpeedy Sentence of £ktdi> 
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Banifliinent, Lofs of Goods, or Itnprifonment, on 
thoie who flbould dare to binder this Buildings 
wr. 15---17, 23, 26.

INTRODUCTION. 

il^CKdte^ H E learned Dr Prideaux has written 

' % twolargeand valuableVoIumes^which 

T ^ he calls The Conrnxion of the Hijfory of 

" *^ '5i#^ • '^^ ^^d and New Tefiament ; wherein 
W^SSfdS^^!' he gives us an Account of all the moft 
credible Things that he can find in ancient Hifio- 
>rian8, relating to the Jews and their Cuftoms, as 
-^ef] as their Hiftory, during that Period of Time 
between tlie End of the Old Teftament and the 
Beginning of the New : He intermingles alfo a 
large Colle£Hon of Hiftorical Matters relating ta 
Pcrfla, Babylon, Egypt, Syria, Afia minor, Greece^ 
Rome, and all the more known and remarkable 
Nations efthe Earth, wherein the great Affairs of 
theyiirr Monarchies of the World were tranfafted. 
This renders his Work a little too tedious to thofe 
who expeSed nothing more than a mere Coiiti- 
nuation of the Jewi& Hiftory to the Times of 
oiir Saviour. 

Now it is only a very brief Abftra£lof the Hif- 
tory of the Jews which 1 endeavour here to fet be- 
fore the Reader, that he may gain a little Acquaint- 
ance with the Affairs of the Jews, or the Church 
•of Godj from- the Days of Nehemiah, when Scrip- 
ture- 
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lure Hiftory. ends, to thcBegifliiingof thcQo^d, 
and the Times of Chrift. A great Part of it muft 
be taken or^iginally from Jofep|iiis,ttie JewifhHif- 
torian, and from the Books of Maccabees^ whonv I 
have confulted upon ^is Occafion ; but I have 
borrowed much further Light and Afliftance frorft 
DrPrideaux in this Matter, whofe laborious Col- 
Ie£tioA from Heathen Writings, and his judicious 
Determination in many dubious Points, has-#en- 
dered his Work more complete and accurate, and 
mine niore eafy.

^. It is reported by the Jews, that he himfelf, 
together with Ezra the Scribe, haying found a 
"great Want of the Knowledge of the Law among 
the People, did a1)out this Time appoint thfe ready- 
ing of the Law in the feveral Towns and Cities;. 
And on this'Occafibn, it is fuppoftd, that Syna^ 
gogues began to be built throughout the Land, 
or at leaft to be reftored and renewed, if there 
had been any built before. 

2 Q^ Where Were the Synagogues td be built? 

J, According to the Account which .the Jews 
have given irs, they might be built in any Tawn 
whercfoever they coula find ten Perfons of full 
Age, and of fuch Condition and eafy Circumftances 
of Life, as to be always at Leifure to attend the 
Service. 

3 Q; What 
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3 Q. What was the Service performed in the 
Synagogues? 

J^ Prayer and PraifestoCod, Reading the holy 
Scripturet, and Preaching and Expounding them. 

4 Of In what Manner were the Scriptures ex- 
poundfid ?■ 

A. The Jews and thdr Poftcrity having loft 
much of their own Language in Babylon, did not 
fo well underftand the scriptures in the Hebrew 
Tongue \ and therefore when Ezra read the Law 
to the People, the Senfe was given to them in 
Chaldee, by many Levites who ftood by, and caufed 
ihimUimderftand the Readings Nchem. vili. 4— 8. 
And this Manner of reading the Scripture, V^xio, 
by Verfe, and tranflacing it into the ChalJee, with 
fome little Paraphrafe upon it, was the Manner of 
Expounding ufed in the ancient Synagogues. 

Ao^ I . This was theOriginal of the Je wifh Targinns^ 
vfhich Word in Chaldee fignifies an Interpretation*" 
For when Synagogues were multiplied among the 
Jews, beyond the Number of able Interpreters, it 
became ncceffary that fuch Tranflations of the He- 
brew into Chaldee fhould be made, for the Ufe of 
the Teachers and the People, and that in private 
Families alfo, as well as in Synagogues. 

There were anciently many of thefe Targums, orTran- 
ilations,or£xpo{itions,and that upon differentPartS 
of Scripture, and of different Sorts ; as there were 
alfo many different Verfions of the Scripture into 
Greek, in following Ages, for the fame Purpofes; 
Several of thefe Targums arc loft, through Length 
of Time; but the chief of thofc which remain to this 
Day, is the Targum or Chaldee Paraphrafe of Onke>' 
ioSf upon the Law of Mofes; and the Targum oi Jo^ 
natlian Ben UzzUl, i^on the Prophets : Both which, 
fome learned Men fuppofe to be written before 
Chrift ; and are by the Jews valued as equal to the 
Hebf ew Tesct* As for the Jemfakm Targum, it is ant 

£xpo« 
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Expodtion upon the Law ; and others are on' dif- 
ferent Parts of Scripture; but they are all of lefs 
£{leem, and of much later Date. But neither the 
onenortheother of the Targums were much known 
to the primitive Chriflian Writers, though thefe 
Expofitions greatly favour the Chriftian Cauie* 

Note^ 2. Among the Jews, the Books of Jfojhua^ 
JudgcSfSamudi^ndKingSf &c« are (bmetimes called 
ihtJomuT Prophets ; and the Books of Ifaiah^ Jferc* 
miah, Ezefud, and thc'twdve tninor Prophets, are cal- 
led the latter ProphHs ; but they are all called ThtPro^ 
phets: Thus tkc Law siadihe Prophets make up the 
whole Bible. 

jyb^^,3.That there are inDanieUa^oAun^r^^^?;^ of the 
Bible/ written originally in Chaldee, and^Afy- 
fevm in Ezra, and one Verfe in Jeremiah, namefyi 
ver. If. chap. lO. And fome fuppofe, for this Rea- 
ibn, there is no Targum on Daniel and Ezra; 
neither indeed is there on Nehemiah, though that 
Book is called Hebrew. 

5 Q* What were the Times appointed for thit 
Service in the Synagogues ? 

J. Two Days in the Week, befldes the Sabbath 
and their other Feftivals : The Law being divided 
into fo many Se£lions or LeiToss as there are Weeks^ 
in their Year, they read half a LeiTon on Monday 
Morning,and the other half on Thurfday Morning ^ 
-and this fame whole Lellbn they read on the Sab« 
%atb, both Morning and Afternoon, A^s xv. 2i« 
We are told that reading the Law was a Cuftom 
of ancient Times on the oabb^th; and when read-^ 
ifig of the Prophets was added to tha^^ of the LaWf ^ 
they obferved the fame Order in it. 

6Q. What were rhe Hours of their daily Prayer? 

jf. At the Time t)f Morning anci* Evening Sa- 
crifice and Incenfe, Luke\. 9, 10. ASfs iii. i. tmU 
Zacharias was offering Incenfe^ the People were proy 
ing in the Court ; And Piter and John went up t§ 
I pray 
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pray in: the Tempk at this Time. To thcfe Hours 
they conformed their Prayers in the Temple, and 
in their Synagogues, and ufually too in their owa 
Houfes. 

NtU^ TBe Jews fuppofed that the offering up of the 
daily Sacrifices, and the burning of Incenfe at the 
fame Time, were dedgned to render God propi- 
tious to them, and make their Prayers acceptable ; 
and for this Reafon they conformed their Times of ■ 
Prayer to thefe Hours. So David prays, Pfalm cxli, 
2m Let my Praytrbefetfoyth before thee as Inceriji, &c. 
And Rev» viii. 4, ^ — And tlie Smoke of the Incenjt 
which came with the Primers of the S6uniSf afccnded up

7 Q. Had they any other Seafon of Prayer be- 
fides thefe two ? 

jtn The Jews inform us, that befides thefe they 
had a Prayer at the Beginning of Night, while the 
Evening Sacrifice was left burning on the Altar. 
Thus, by their three Prayers in a Day, they imi- 
tated the Ancients; David prayed Morning, Noon, 
and Evening, Pfalm\w\u 17. Daniel prayed three 
Times a Day, Dan. vi. 10. 

8 Qi Who miniftered in the Service of tlie Sy- 
nagogue ? 

J, The Priefts and Levites were confecrated to 
the Service of the Temple ; but for the Service of 
the Synagogue, Perfons ,oT any Tribe were ap- 
pointed by fome elders of that Town, who were 
called Rulers of the Synagogue. So our Saviour, 
being of the 7 ribe of Judah, read and expounded 
in the Synagogue, Lukexs. 16. So after reading 
the Law and the Prophets, Paul and Silas were 
engaged in Preaching, when the Mafier of the 
Synagogue aflced them for a Word of Exhortation 
iv ih$ People^ A(i%xn\.

A, That there were fome Places of Aflembly 

•for divine Things in the Land of Ifrael, before the 
Deflru£iion of Jerufalem.and the Temple by Ne- 
buchadnezzar, feems pretty plain from Pfalmlxx'w^ 
7, 8. They have burnt up all the Synagogues of God 

Jn the Land. Though they might be but very 
few, and not eftahlilhed by any Authority, nor fo 

•conflantly attended as afterward. And yet, con* 
fidering that the Jews fell fo frequently into Ido- 
latry before, and had fo few Copies of the Law> 
it is queftioned by fome learned Men, whether

II Q. What eminent and remarkable Service 
Avas done attthefe public Places of Worfliip ? 
A. It is fuppofed that frequent public Readings 

*of the Law in the Synagogues, after that Time, 

were 
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were a fpecial Means to excite and prefer ve in. the 
People of the Jews that univerfal and perpetual 
Hatred of Idolatry, to which they Were fo (hame* 
fully prone before; and it did alfo dilTufe and 
maintain the Knowledge of True Religion and 
Virtues in the Land. 

12 Q. Were thcfe Synagogues built anywhere 
befides in Judea ? 

jt. When the Jews were afterward fcattered 
abroad into various Nations, they built Places of 
Worihip for ihemfelves, whercfoever the Rulers 
of the Country would permit them. 

ijQr Of what Advantage were ihefcSynagoguCi 
to the Heathens, or afterward to Chrifiianity ? 

-//. It was by Means of thefe Synagogues that 
the Heathens, where the Jews were difperfed, 
came to know the true God, and fome general 
Principles of Virtue and Piety, and became Pro- 
felytes of the Gate ; and by thefe public Places 
and Seafons of Worfliip, there was afterward an 
Opportunity given to pub^iifli theGofpel of Chriit 
by the Apoftles, both among the Jews and Gen- 
tilesy A£f5xv\. i, 2. andxix. 8. 
' Jt4 Q^ What is meant by Pr&felytes of the Gate f 

A^ 1 hofe Gentiles who renounced Idolatry, 
and received the Knowledge and the Worfliip of 
the one true God, the God of Ifrael ; and (as fome 
affirm) they received alfo the Rules of abftaining 
from Blood, and Things firangled, and Things 
offered to Idols, which were forbidden, ASls xv. 
to the Gentile Converts to Chrifiianity. 

iNbfe, Thefe Rules, with a few others, have been ufu- 
aliycaUed iki^fcotti Precepts of Noah^ which the Jews 
make as Heceffary for all the World to obey, as the 
Law of Mofes was for them : And doubtlefs the

When Alexander marched againftjerufalem^ 
defigning to punifh the Jews on this Account, 
Jaddua the High Prieft, the Son of Johanan, being 
oirefted by a Night-Vifion,met the Conqueror in 
hisPrieflly Robes, with the other Priefts attending 
him in proper Habits, and all the People in white 
Garments : Alexander being (truck with thisSight^ 
faluted the High Prieft with a religious Veneration, 
embraced him, entered Jerufalem in a friendly 
banner, and offered Sacrifice to God in the Tern- 
p'e, for hi« late Viftorics. . 

7 Q^ How came Alexander fo fuddenly to change 
his Purpofe, and behave himfclf with fo much 
Mildnefs I 

A, Alexander declared, that he himfelf, in Ma- 
cedonia, had {ttti this very fame Perfon, thus bar 
bil^d, in a Night- Viflon, encouraging him to pur*- 
Aie his Expedition ^gaihft the Perfians, afid prot^ 
n)Ting him Succefs. 

3 Q. What further Favours did Alexander (hew 
the Jews ? 

A^ When Jaddua, the High Prieft, had fliewn 
bim the Prophecies of Daniel, particiiJa-rly chapter 
viii, ^^er, x\. where the He^Goat is interpreted to 
be the King of Grecian who ihould conquer tilt 
Medes and Perfians i and chapter xi. 3. He bid the 
Jews afk what they had to defire of bim: And, 
according to their Requeft, he granted them the 
Liberty of their own Laws and Religion, and a 
Freedom from Tribute or Taxes eyery feventh 
Year, becaufe then they neither fowed nor reaped. 

9 Q^ Dfd Alexander fucceed in his following 
Wars, and his Attempts againfl the Perfian Em^r 
pire, according to the Jewifh Prophecy f 
A When he departed outof Judica and Paleftine, 



be .marched into Egypt, which fpeedily fubmittcd 
to him : There he boilt the City Alexandria, and 
peopled it with feveral Nations, among whom were 
many Jews, to whom he gave the feme Privileges 
as to his own Macedonians. The next Spring he 
haftened to find out Darius Codomannus, King of 
Perfia, whom he had routed once before, and he 
now vanquifhed him in a final decifive Battle near 
Arbela, and became Mafterof the Perfiafi Empire. 

I o Q. How long did he reign after tjiis Settle ? 
jf. He went on and conquered Iridic ; but in 

five Years Time he fell into fuch Riot andDrunk* 
ennefs, that put an End to his Life ;. though otK^s 
fay he was poifoned. 

I I Q. What became of the Jcwi after Alex- 
ander's DeSith ? 

jf, .A little after the Death of Alelcarider, four 
of his Generals divided his Empire, who.were the 
four Horns of the /fifG^tf/jiftentfon^^by the Pro- 
phet Daniel, which grew up, after br6ak?ng the 
firft HoTTiyDan, vlif.22. andcl?. xt. 4« i^ndihe Jews 
fell under the Dominion of Ptolemy, aftcir ward fdr- 
naitred Soter, who bad Egypt, Arabia, Cc^lo-SyrJa,. 
iird Palefline, or the Land of Ifrae% for his Share. 

Here it may be obferved, that as,Ptokiay had Egyp^, 
Falefline, &c* for his Share^ roCaflanderhad Ma^^ 
cedonia and Greece ; • Lyfinjacbus had Thrace and^ 
Bitbynia, and.ibme oth^r. Provinces thereabout ; 
Seleiicus had Syria,, and tbe Norlfhern and Eaftr 
itn Provinces in Afi'a* — Thiis wa.< the EnifAre of 
Alexander the Great divided am'ong. his GehcraL.. 
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S£CT« III. 0/tbe Jtwijb Affaki tinder Ptol e my 
£oTBR, Ptolemy Philadelphus, and 
Ptolemy Philopater, Kings of Egypt. 

. Of the gnat Synagogues^ the Jewifi) Traditions^ 
their Miflinah and Talmud ; and of the Septua- 
gint Tranjlation of the Bible into Greek. 

; H Q. U O W did Ptolemy, King of Egypt, deal 

*^ with the Jews ? 

^« Ptolemy defigning to make Alexandria, which 

. was built by Alexander, in Egypt, his capital City, 

, h^ perfuaded a Multitude of Jews to fettle there, 

granting thepi the fame Privileges as Alexander had 

. done before him; whence it came to pafs, thatt 

Alexandria had a greater Number of Jews fUU 

inking ta it. 

2 Q. What remarkable Story is related of one 
MofolJam, a Jew, who followed. Ptolemy about 
ibis Tin^ ? 

^. When acertainSoothfay^er,orCunning-vMan, 
*advifed a Jewilh Troop of Horie, in which Mo- 
^llam rode, to (land flill, upon the Sight of a Bird 

* in the Way, and told them, they (hould either go 
backward or forward, as that Bird took its Flight ; 
the Jew, being a great Archer, immediately {hot 

• the Bird with an Arrow, and (aid, ** How could 
** that poor wretched Bird forefliew us our For- 
•* tune, which knew nothing of its own ?*' Here-^ 
by he defigned to expofe and condemn the Super- 
flition of the Heathens. 

3 Q^ How did it fare with the Jews that were 
difperfed about Babylon i 

A. Seleucu$, another of Alexanderls Generals, 
who ruled in the greater and the lefTer AAa, buik 
many Cities,, iixteen of which he called Antiocb, 

fxonk 
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rom Antiochus his Father ; nine were called Se* 
cucia^ from his own Name; -fix Laodicea, from 
the Name Laodice, his Mother; others Apbtniea 
and Stratonice, from his Wives ; in all which he 
planted Jews, and gave them equal Privileges with 
the Greeks or Macedonians^ efpecially at Antioch, 
in Syria, where they fettled in great Numbers.. 

4Q. What confiderable Perfon rofe among the ■■ 
Jews at Jerufalem about this Time? 

> A, Simon the Juft, who is fpoken of fo homrur- 
aWy in the fiftieth chapter of Ecclejiaj^icus : He \vas 
a HighPrieft of the Jews about this Time^ who me- 
rited the Surname of the Jujly by his^reat HqH- 
ncfs toward, God, and Jultice toward Men ; and 
he was the laft of the Men of the Great Synagogue. 
5 Q^What was this Great Synagogue^znd Who 
wefe the Men that compofed it ? 

A. An hundred and twenty EW^r?, whoi fn a 
continued Succcflion, after the Return of the Jews 
from Babylon, laboured in^reftoring the Jewifli 
.Church and State; and made it their chief Care 
to publifli the Scriptures to the People wfth great 
Accuracy. 

• 6 Qi What Part of this- Work is atttibuted t6 
*Simon? 

A. It is fuppofed by fome learned Men, that he 
added the two Books of Chronicles, Ezra, Nchc- 
miah. Either, and the Prophecy of Malachi, to the 
Canon of Scripture ; which B-)oks were fearer 
fuppofed to be infer ted by Ezr^, beCaufe r:;veral of 
them are thought to be wcitten by Ezra himftlf; 
and theBooks of Nehemiah andMalachi were moX 
hkely written after Ezra''s Time. : 

7 Qj Did the Jew3 after this Time, when t'le 
Old reilament was completed, religioufly co.j fi 10 
fthemfeives to the Doctrine of Scripcurei 

-A Afm 
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J. After this Time their Traditions began ia 
prevaiy ; that is, the Sayings of the Ancients de* 
livered down by Tradition. 

Note^ Though Traditions prevailed about this Time,, 
yettihe Myknah^ which is their Secondary Law, or 
a Colle£lion of Traditumsy. and which they pre- 
tend to be di£lated from God to Mofes, was not 
compiled and put together till above a hundred 
Years after the Time of Chrift by RaiM Jvdah 
Hakkadejh : And this Milhnah, together with their 
Comments on thefe Things, are called tht Talmud. 

Note, There are two Talmuds; that of J^cru/alem^ 
which was complete about thre& hundred Years 
after Chrift; and that of Batfyton^ about five hun- 
dred Years: But each of them have the fame Mijh^ 
nahy though with different Comments, which Com- 
ments are called the Gemara.. 

8 Q. Who were the chief Teachers of this 
Secondary Law or Traditions ? 

^« Aiitjgonus of Soehd was the firft of them^. 
who being an eminent Scribe in the Law of God,, 
was Preiident of the Sanhedrim^ or Senate of tht 
Elders at Jerufalem, great Mafier of the Jewifli 
School) and a Teacher of Rigbteoufnefs to the 
People, and of thefe Traditions. Afterward all th« 
Teachers or Doctors of the Jewifh Law, were 
in the New Teftament fometimes called Scrihesy 
feme times Lawyer s^ or thofe who fat in Mpfiit 
Seat* 

9 O. What fpecialHonour was paid to thefeMen? 
^. Befides other Refpe£ls (hewed them by tbt 

People, who called them Rabbi ^ and highly 
cfleemed them, it was out of thefe Dodors thal^ 
the great Sanhedrim^ or Council of Seventy- twp^ 
was chofen, to govern the whole Nation \ and th# 
lefTer Council of Twinty-tbr^ee, which was inevcr^ 
Ck/of Judea* 
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Notef Tbefe were called Rukrs^ or Eldere, or Coun/el^ 

lors ; fuch were Nicodemus, Jofeph of Arimathea,, 

and Gamaliel. 

N(d£ here alfo, That in the Jewilh Talmudical Books» 

or their fabulous Writings, on which we cannot 

much depend^ we are told, that about this Time 

ene Sadoc miflook the- Dodrine of Antigonus, of 

Socho^ his Niafter, who« taught, ^ that we ought 

*' not to ferve God in a fervile Manner, merely 

^ with Refpe£):to the Retvard;" and inferred from 

h^ce, that there were no-Rewards after this Life, 

and begun the Sc6t of the Sadducecs : Though it 

may be juHly doubted, whether this, and other 

dangerous Do^rines of this Se£l, arofe fo early 

among the Jews, 

10 Q^ Since the Jews were difpcrfed inta fo 
m^ny Countries, did they not acquaint the Gen-> 
tiles with their Religion ? 

A. Yes ; for Pcolemy Soter fet up a College of 
karaed Men at Alexandria in Egypt, and begun a. 
Library there; which Pcolemy Philadelphus, bis 
jouffgeft Son and Succeflbr, improved to one hua^ 
dred thoufand Volumes : This Prince is reported 
to have commanded the Hebrew Law to be^ tran^ 
flated into Greek, to add to this Library of his,, 
tbat the Gentiles might read it; and accordingly 
it was done. 

Jfcte, This College of learned;Men was encouraged ^. 
and the Library incrcafed by feveral Ptolemies fuc-, 
ceifively, till it arofe to Seven hundred thoufand . 
Books*, Both thefe Things made Alexandria a far-^ 
mous Place of Refidence and Reibrt for learned 
Men for feveral Ages. It happened that the larger 
Half of this Library was burnt by Julius Caefar irv 
his Alexandrian War : The other Part was, by 
continual Recruits, enlarging to a vafter Number 
than the wholeXibrary before; but it was finally 
burnt and deftroyed by the Saracens,^ in the Years' 
•( out: Lord 641%. 
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II Q^ In what Manner is this Txanflation^re- 
ported to be made ? 

J. Arifteas, the moft ancient Writer on* this 
Subje<3, and Jpfephus the Hiftoriah, who follows 
}iim,acquaints us, that after thisPtoIemy had gained 
the Favour of the Jews, by paying the Ranfom 
of a hundred thoufand of their Countrymen, who 
were enfi^ved in Egypt, he procured fix Elders out 
of every Tirbe of IfraeJ, (which were in airSe- 
vcnty-two) to come to his Court; and after a 
Trial of their Wifdom, by feme particular Quef- 
tion being put to each of them, he appointed them 
to trahflatc the Law of Mofes, ty conferring to- 
gether about. tbe^Senfe of it, in the lik of Pharos ; 
.which being afterwards read to him, and approved 
by him, he gave them a liberal Reward. Upon 
iKis Account this Tcanflation is called the Septu- 
uglnt^ that is, the Tranflation of. the Seventy^ or 
Seventy-two Elders. 

i?2 (i, Butdidnot thisStory, in followingTimes 
grow much more fabulous? 

y/..Philo the Jew, who lived about our Sar 
•viour's Time, reports, that each of thefc Seventy- 
two Elders were put into a difiin£l Cell, and were 
lequired to tranflace the whole Bible apart ; and 
that they performed it fo exaSly alike. Word for 
Word, that it was approved as Miraculous and 
Divine : And even feveral Fathers of the Chrif- 
tian Church, being too credulous and fond of Mi- 
racles, have received this Story, and conveyed it 
down in their Writings. 

^3 Qi How doth it appear to be a FiWe I 

A. The great Imperfedion of this Tranflation, 
difcovers that it was no divine Woik,- nor per- 
formed by Miracle *. Bcfides, the feveral Contra- 
dictions^ and the Uncertainties that are mingled 
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vp and down with this Storyy do utterly ovcr- 
tkrow the Credit of it. . . 

14 Q^ Upon the whole View of Things, what 
is the beft. Account of this Tranflatioa i 

A, In the Reign of Ptolemy Philadelphus, there 
was fucb a Verfton made of the five Books of Mo- 
fes, by the Jews of Alexandria,into the Greek Lan* 
.guage, probably for their own Ufe, and for the 
Ufe of their Countrymen ; for the Jews in their 
Difperiions had ufed themfelves to the Greek 
Tongue, the ConqueAs of Alexander and hisGre* 
cian Army having fpread their Language through 
the World ; and when Ptolemy Phiiadelphus had 
ere£led fuch a noble Library, he was defirous to 
have this Book depofited there. Whether his Re- 
^eft or Command gave any Occaflon to thiV 
Tranflation,. is hard to determine. 

15 Q. Were not the other facred Writings traifc- 
Hated into Greek alfo, as well as the five Books 

'ofMofes? 

A^ When the Reading of the Prophets as welt 
as the Law came into U(e in the Synagogues,* 

. many Years afterwards, in, the Time of Antiochus 
Epiphanes, this occafioned a Greek Tranflation of 
the Prophets, to be made ; and fo the whole OM 
Teftament was complete,, which we now call the 

JSeptuagint? 

16 Qi Did the Jews generally come to ufe this- 
Greek Tranflation of the Bible ? 

^.In and after the Time of Ezra, the Scrip- 
tures were read to the Jews in Hebrew, and, in*- 
lerptreted into the Chaldee Language, which they 
had learnt in Babylon, and was become moft fa- 
miliar to them«. But at Alexandria, after the 
making of this Greek Verfioir^ it was afterwards 
imerjgreted to them in Greek,, which was afteo- 

waids 
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wards done alfo in all other Greci<in Cities, wVi- 
ther the Jews were difperfed. And from hence 
ihofe Jews were called Hellenifts, or Grfecizing 
Jews, becaufc they ufed the Greek Language in 
their Synagogues ; and by that Name they were 
diftingttilhed from the Hebrew Jews, who ufed 
onlf the Hebrew and Cha^dee Languages in the'rr 
Synagogues. And this diftin£libn we find made 
between them, J^s vi. i. For the Word which 
We there tranfi^te Gnciansy is in the Origin^ 
lA?nj»irw» that is, Heilini/Is. So Dr Pfideaux. 

17 0^ But did not the Evangelifts and the Apd- 
files, who were the Writers of the New Tc(fe 
ment, pay greatHohour tothis Greek Tranllation.^ 

yf. Yes ; they cited many Scriptures of the Old 
Tcftamcnt> according to this Tranflation, becaufe 
k was the bed Greek Tranflation they had ; aAd 
it was by thwTime well known amongft the Jevs 
in Judea, as well as thofe who Vf^ere fcatfer^d 
round the Nations. -^ 

18 Q^ D'td the Jews in Judea cc^fintie in Peace 
under rhe Government bf the Kings of Egypt ? * 

A, The SucceflTors of the four Generals of Alejf- 
jmder the Great, who divided the World aHiongft 
them, and particularly the Kings of Egypt and S/- 
ria, being frequently engaged in Wars for enlarg- 
ing their Kingdoms, the Jews were reduced to very 
great DifEcuhies, arnl fometimes were at ataLofs 
what Side to choofe ; they were in Danger oh 
both Sides, and were fometimes diftrefled and mi- 
ferably grinded between the one and the other." 

19 Qi Did they maintain the Purity of thcSr 
Temple and Worfliip ? 

jf^ They were often expofed to grievous Difficul- 
ties on this Account. When Ptolemy Philopater,olF 
Egypt, reigned over thofe Provinces, he would 

oSktt 
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offer up Sacrifices to the God of Ifrael for his Suc- 
cefs againft Antiochus the Great, the SuccefTor 
of SfSleticus, King of Syria ; and be was not con- 
tent to ftay in the outer Court, but be would 
have prefled into the Sandaary^ and even tb« 
Holy of Holies. 

20 Q^ How was be prevented from entering i 
jf. The Priefts and the Levkes, and all the Peo- 
ple lifted up their H«nds to God in Prayer, and 
when the King bad pafied the inner Cogrt ; and 
was entering into the Temple, he was (mitlen 
from God, with fuch Terror and Confufion of 
Mind, that be was carried out of the Place half* 



21 Q- But did not Ptolemy refent this after- 
wards ? 

j/* He ptirpofed to be revengjed on all the Jewish 
Nation $ when he came to Alexandria, he ordered 
then toXacriiice to his Gods ^ and if they refufed^. 
he tooic away their Privileges, which they bad en- 
joyed in Egypt from the Time of Alexander the. 
Great : He ordered them to be enrolled among 
the jcoQMQon People of Egypt, and to have the 
Mark of an Ivy-leaf, the Badge of his God Bac- 
cbWf imprefled upon them by an hot Iron ; and 
thofe fi4io refufed it, ihoukl be made Slaves^ or 
ptit to Death* . 

22 Q. What did the Jews of Alexandria do on 
this Occafion ? 

jf. A ftw of them forfook their God to gain 
the Favour of their King: But many Thoufands 
flood firm to tbe'ur Religion ; and though feveral 
of them were enrolled, and branded with the Ivy- 
leaf againft their Will, yet they (hewed a great 
Abhorrence of all their Countrymen that facrifi- 
ced to the Gods of the King. 

23 Qt How 
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23 Q; How did Ptolemy bear with this Conduft 
of theirs ? ' 

jf. He refolved to deftroy the whole Nation of 
the Jews ; and therefore, firft he Ordered all that 
lived any where in Egypt, to be brought inC)iain:S 
to Alexandria to be ilain by his Elephants. 

24 Q. And were they deftroyed according ta 
the King's Appointment ? 

jf 7 he Elephants being made drunk with Wine 
and Frankincenfe, and let loofe upon them, in- ' 
ftead of falling upon the Jews, they turned all 
their Rage upon the Spedators, and deftroyed 
great Numbers of them. 

'25 Qi What Influence had this upon the King T 
* A. He durU no longer profecute his Rage againft 
them ; but fearing the Vengeance of the God of 
Ifrael upon himfelf, he revoked his cruel Decrees^ 
reftored their Privileges, and gave Leave to put to 
Death the Jews that had abandoned their Reltgton)^ 
and wor(hipped fdol?« 

Notey This Story is found in that which is called tht 
third Book of Maccabees, written by fbme ancient 
Jew under that Title^ becaufe it ^ves an Accouiit 
of the Porfecution and Deliverance of tiie Jewa, as 
thefirflandfecondBooksofMdcco^eeido. Though 
this was tranfafled Ipng before the Name o£ MM' 
cakes arofe ; and therefore it ought rather to have 

, been called the /rfi Book than the third. It is not 
found among our Apocryphal Books, becaufe it was 
never inferred in the Vulgar Latin VerfiOn of the 
Bible, but it is found in many of the Manufcripts 

' of the Greek Septvagint, and particularly that of toe 
4kxandrian Manufcript in the King's Library*.

I Qi T\ I D the Jews afterwards at Jerufalem 
^^ continue under the Government of the 
Ptolemies, who were Kings of Egypt i 

A. When Ptolemy Philopater was dead, and 
Ptolemy Epiphanes came to theCrown,^he Jews 
having been greatly perfecuted by the Ptolemies^ 
fubmitted themfelves to Antiochus the Great^ 
King of Syria ; and when he came to Jerufalem 
in a folemn Proceffion, they went to meet him^ 
and received him gladly. 

2 Q. How did Antiochus reward them ? 

A* He granted them many Privileges, as he 
bad done to their Countrymen who were fettled in 
fiabylonta and Mefopotamia, having always found 
the Men of that Nation faithful to him, 

3 Q^ What Confidence did he pot in them on 
this Account ? 

. A» He tranfported feveral of them from Baby« 
Ionia to the Lefler Afia, to keep his Forts and Gar«^ 
rifons, and gave them good Settlements there; 
whence fprang a great Part of the Jews that were 
found in that Country in the Apoflles Times. 

. 4Q. What remarkable Events fell out in the 
pays.of S^leucus Philopater, Son and Succefibr 
to Antiochus the Great \ 

A, Simon, a Benjamite, being made Governor 
of the Temple, fome Differences arofe between 
him and Onias the third, the High Pxieft, an ex- 
cellent Man, conceining fome Diforders in the 
City: And when Simon could not obtain his Will, 
be informed Apollonius, the Governor of the Pro- 

viiica 
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vince under Seleucus, that great Treafures were 
hid in theTempFc; whereupon Heliodorus, the 
Treftfurer, WJw -fent to feiae them* 

5 Qi How did the ifand of God appear againft 
Heliodorus in his Attempt to enter the Temple? 

jl. The Pf lefts and tlie People made great Out- 
cries and Supplications to God; upon which He- 
liodorus is reported to have feen a Vifion of a Horfe, 
With a terrible Rider upon him, who fmote Helio- 
dorus with his Foriefeet ; and two young Men ap« 
peared whofcourged him forely : upon which'Hc- 
Ifodorus fell fuddenly to the Ground in Darknefs 
ajid Cop fu (ion ; but being reftored by the Prayers 
of Onias, he acknowledged the Power of God^ 
and departed from the City.

6 Q. How came fo good a Man as Oflias to be 
turned out of the Priefthood ? 

J, When Antiochus Epiphanes fuccccded his 
Brother' SeJeucus in' the Kingdom o-f Syria; Jafon 
bribed li^im with a large Sum of Money to turn 
out his owT) Brother Onias,banifh him to ADtidcb; 
and coivfer the Priefthood on himfelf j not that he 
afFe^d it as it was a religious Office, but as it in- 
cluded thePower of CivilGovernment, 2 A&«.ii^. 7, 

7 Q: What did this wicked Jafon do when fac 
was High Prieft I 

J. Heerefleda Place ofExercIfeat Jcrufalem, 
for training up Youth according to theFafhionof 
the Greek?, and made as many of them as he could 
forfake the religious Cuftoms and Ufages of their 
Forefathers, and conform themfelves in mai^y 
Things to the Cuftoms and Ceremonies of the 
fieathens, ver. 9, ^c. 
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8 Q; What became of this Jafon ? 

jf, A few Years af^ter, when he employed Me- 
nelaus his Brothejr copay his Tribute at the Syrian 
Court, he was fupplanted by him.; for Menelaus 
by Bribery obtained the Prieftbood^ and put Ja- 
fon to flight. 

g.Q. Did Menelaus behave himfelf better in his 
Office? 

^. He was worfe than Jafon ; he ftolt fomeo^ 
the Veflels of Gold out of the Temple, he went 
10 Antioch, where he was reproved by Onias, who 
wa3 yet living, for hLi Wickedae(«, and out of 
Revenge procured Onias to be flain., 

10 Qs What was done at Jerufalem in the 
mean Time ? 

. jf. Lyfnnachus being lefc asaDeputy by Mene* 
lasts, prat^ifed many Sacrileges on the Veflels of 
riie Temple, which occaftoned agreat Infurredion 
in the City, wherein Multitudes on the Part of 
Lyiunachus were wounded and fliin, and the 
Cburch'-Robbef himfelf was killed. 

11 Q. Did Jafon ever return again to Jerufa* 
Itmi. 

jf. When thefe was a falfe Report of the Death 
ofAntiochus, Jafon with a rhoufand Men afiiulted 
the City, and flew many Citizens, but was at laft 
put to flight; and being driven from Country to 
Country, and from City to City, he periflied in a 
ftraoge Land, without the Honour of a Burial^ 
2 Mace, V. 5^10. 

• 1 2 Q^Did Antiochus theKing fuflir thefeThings 
to pafs unrefented ? 

)t. Upon the Report of fuch a Tumult in Je- 
rufalem, he imagined that Judea had revolted, and 
he came upon the City, and ordered his Men ot 
War not 10 fpare young or old, and there were 

I fourfcore 
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fourfcore Thpufand deftroyed in the Space of 
three Days. i 

13 Q. What Profanenefs was Anttochus guilty 
of in the Temple ? 

A. Being conduced by Menelaus into the Tem- 
ple, he took away the remaining holy Veflels, the 
Ahar of Incenfe, the golden Table and the Can- 
dleftick ; he tore oiFthe Golden Ornaments of the 
Tcniple, and fobbed it of the hidden Treafures, 
he offered a large Sow (that unclean and forbidden 
Bead) on the Altar of Burnt- ofFering, and left Je- 
rufalem overwhelmed in Blood and Mou/ning. 

14 Q^ Did be purfue this Mifchief and Mad- 
iiefs any longer ? 

J, Two Years after he ferit Apollotiius, his Col- 
ledior of Tribute, with a thoufand Men, who fell

fon therein, and laid up the Spoils of the City there.

j1. He iifued out an Order^ that all his Dorni- 
nions (bould be of one Religion, chiefly defigning 
t8 diftrefs the Jews : He forbid their Children to 
be circumcifed, and forbid all Bumt-oflerings and 
Sacrifices in the Temple of the God of Ifrael: He 
called it the Temple of Jupiter Olympius^ fet up 
his Image on the Altar, and facrtficed to it; he 
commanded the People to profane the Sabbath, 
he fet up Altars and Groves, and Chapels of Idols 
throughout the Cities^ and required them to ofl^r

then to eat it ; and he deftroyed the Books of the.

nation that mahth dtJoUUt^ foretold by Daniel, chap, 
xi. 3 1, as the Roman Enfign, with the Eagle on it, 
which was the Bird of Jfupiter. fet up-in the Tem-* 
pie, was the Abomination of Defolation which Daniel, 
loretels, Dan. ix. 27. and chap, xii 1 1. and which 
-our Saviour refers to. Matt. xxiv. 15. AbominaJtion 

. ' is the common Name for an Idol in the Old Tef-. 
tament; and when fuch arc fet up in the Sanftu- 
Siry, it may w^l be called Defolation^ for the Priefts 
arc driven away, ' and the true Worfhip of God 
ceales. 

Obfcrvc yet further, that this Antiochus Epiphanea 
is call^ by Ibme the Jewijh Antichrift. ; becaufe fe- 
vcral of the fame Things are foretold of him by the 
Prophet Daniel, which are alfo predifted of the. 
Roman Antichrift^ in the Chrillian Church, by the' 
Apoftle John.

A» Though there were Multitudes who would 
not defile themfelves, and break the Law of God, 
yet too many of them for Fear, and fome out of 
Ambition to pleafe the King, conformed to his Re- 
ligioh^ and facrificed, and burnt Incenfe to Idols 
in the Streets of the Cities of Judea.

A. He put the Men to Death every Month, he

Mattathias, a Prieft of the Courfe of Joarib, 
who dwelt in Modin, was complimented by the 
King's Officers, and tempted to comply with Hea- 
then Worfhip there, according to the King's Com- 
mandment ; but he boldly renouQced their Super- 
ilitions, and declared his Refolution to die in the 
Religion of the Jews, i Mace, ii. 

2 Q^ What Inftance did he give of his Courage 
and Zeal ? 

A. When one of the Jews came to facrifice on * 
the Heathen Altar which was at Modin, he could 
not forbear tcr (hew his Indignation, as a Zealot, 
but ran and flew the Man upon the Altar, and at 
the fame Time killed theKing's chief Officer there, 
who came to enforce thefe wicked Commands.

Th!s was the Palace of all the Afmoman Princes 
in Jerufalem ; and here the facred Robes of the 
High Prieft were always laid up when they were 
not in Ufe. 

9 Of What Uie was afterwards made of this 
Caftle? 

A^ Herod new built it, and made it a very ftrong 
Fortrefs, to command both the City and the Tern- 

fie ; and called it Antmiu^ in Honour of his great 
*riend Mark Ant9f^ of Rome : He raifed it fo 
iiighy that he might fee what was done in the Tem- 
ple, and fend his Soldiers in cafe of any Tumult* 
Here the Romans kept a ftrong Garrifon, and the 
Governor of it was called Qaptain of the Tempie^ 
Adsxxi. 31* 

JfotCf It^as &om this Place the Centinel fpying the 
Jews ready to kill Paul, gave Notice to the Go- 
vernor, or chief Captain, who went down imme- 
«liately with fome , Soldiers into the Court of the 
"GentileSf whither tliey had dragged St Paul to kill 
him, and refcued him, and brought him up tl^e 
Stairs into this Caftle; and h was upon thefe 
Stairs that Paul obtained Leave to fpeak to the 
People, ABf xjd. 269 ^Cm 
loQ. What Troubles did Hyrcanus meet with 
toward the End of his Life ? 

A. His Title to the High Prieflhood was uifc* 
juftly called in Queftion by a* bold Man among 
the Pharifees i and, being craftily impofed upon 
to think it the Opinion 6f all that Party, he haftily 
renounced that Sed, for which he had before the 
greateft Value ; he abolilhed their Conftitutiqns^ 
and falling in with the StSt of the Sadducees^ loft 
hitEfteem and Love among the common People. 

. 1 1 Q^ Since you mention the Se<3 of the Pha" 
rifees here, pray let us kndw what were the chief 
Seds among the Jews i 

J* About 
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A, About this Time, the moft confiderable 
Sedis were the Pharifees^ the Sadducees, and the 
EJfenes \ though in the next Century ' arofe alfo 
the tkrodians \ and Tome hundred of Years after 
was a Sei^ called the Karaites, 

I2Q^ What peculiar Opinions were held b]r 
the Pharifees? 

A. l he moft difiinguiihing Charafter of this 
Sc6t, was their Zeal for the IVadicions of the ' 
Elders ; for while they acknowledged the Writings 
of Mofes and the Prophets to be divine, they pre- 
tended that thefe Traditions alfo were delivered 
to Mofes on Mount Sinai ; -and conveyed down, * 
without Wricing, through thefeveral Generation's 
of the Jews, from Father to Son : And by Reafon 
of their Pietences to a more firid^ and rigorous 
Obfervance of the Law, according to their Tra- 
ditions^ which they- fupcradded to it, they looked 
on themfelves as more holy than other Men, and' 
they were called Pbarifees^ that is, Pexfons fepa- 
rated from others. 

NotCt. Thefe were the Perfons who had ^o much cor- i 
rupted the Law in our Saviour's Time, and made 
it void by their Traditions; Yet their Doftrines. 
generally prevailed among theScrlbes andtheLaw* 
yers, who were Writers and Explainers of the 
Law ; and the Bulk of the common People had 
them in high Efteem and Veneration, fothat they' 
were the moH numerous of any Se£):* 
13 Q. Is the Seft of the Pharifees ftill in being ? 
An The prefent Religion of the Jews, in their 
fcvcralDifperfions (except among the hvt Karaites) 
is wholly farmed and pradifed according to the 
Traditipnfs of the Pharifees, rather than according 
to the Law &nd Prophiets : So that they have^cor- 
rupted the oTd Jewifh Religron, iii the fame Man* 
ner as the Papifts have the Chriftian* 

L 14 Q. What 
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• 

J 4 Q. What were the Opinions oftbeSadducees ? 

A^ The Sadducees at iirft are fuppofed by Dr 
Prideaux, to be no more than the Xadik'tm^ who 
ofiiy ftuck to the written Word of God, renounc- 
ing all other Traditions; and that probably they 
went no further than this- in the Days of Hyrcanm ; 
though the Talmudical Writers derive theirName, 
and their dangerous Do£lrine8> more early, from 
one Zadocky as is before related. But it is certain 
that afterward the Sadducees denied the Refurrec- 
tion of the Dead, and the very Being of Angels or 
Spirits, or Souls of Men departed, and anyExift- 
eoce in a future State : They fuppofed God to be 
the only Spirit, and that he rewarded and puni(hed 
K^ankind in this World only, and there was no- 
thing to be hoped or feared after Death ; which 
Bjinciples render thi^Se£): an impiousParty of Men. 

15 Q. What did they profeti as the Rule of 
their Religion ? 

. jf. They not only rejefled all unwritten Tra- 
(ditions, but all the written Word of God, except 
the five Books of Mofes ; for the Dodrine of a fu- 
ture State is not fo evidently taught therein ; And 
therefore Ch rift argues not with them out of 
the Pfalms and Prophets, but only out of the 
Law of Mofes i wheh he proves a future State or 
Refurredion from God's being tbi God of Abraham^ 
Tfaac^ and Jacobs h\jkt XX. 37. 

16 Q., How long did this Se& of the Sadduaa 
continue ? 

A. Though all the common People had the 
chief Veneration for the Pharifees, yet mod of 
the ricbeft and the greateft among tiMsm fell into 
ttfe Ppinions of the Sadduceea for feveral Geoe* 
xaiionsy but they were all cut off in the Deftruc- 
tioa of Jerufalf m 1 por do we find any Mention 
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of them as a SeSt for many Ages after, till their 
Name was revived and applied to the KaraiUs^ by 
Way of 'Reproach. 

17 Q. Who were thefe Karaites ? 

J. A much better Se£l amons the Jews, who, 
in the (ixth Century after Chrift, began to be fo 
much offended with the incredible Stories and 
Fooleries oftheTalmud, which was thenpubliflied, 
and with the ftrange myftkal Senfes which fome 
of the Jews put on the Scrrptures, that they con-- 
dned themfelves orily to the written Word of the 
Scripture, which in the Babylonifh Language is 
called Kara ; and, for the mod Part, they content 
themfelves with the literal Senfe of it. They are 
fometimes, but very unjuftly, called Sadducecs^ by 
the Rabbinical or Talmudical Jews« 

18 Q. Where are thefe Karaites to be found ? 
J^ Very few of them dwell in thefe wefferni 

Parts of the World. They are found chiefly in 
Poland, and among theCrim Tartars ; a few alfo 
in Egypt and Perda. But they are counted Men 
of the beft Learning, and greateft Probity and Vir- 
tue among the Jews ; and it is remarkable among 
them, that they perform their public Worfhip in 
the Language of the Country where they dwell, 

IQ Q. What were the Epnes f 

A. They feem to have been originally of the 
fame Seft as the Pharifees; but they fet up for a 
more mortified Way of Living, and perhaps more 
onblameable. They fo far agreed with the Sad* 
duceeS} as to acknowledge or exped no Refiirrec* 
tion of the Body ; but they believed a future State 
of eternal Happinefs or Mifery, according to their 
Behaviour in this Life. They feem to have been 
diftributed into Societies or Fraternities, and to 
bave had ho private Pofleffions, but a common 

L % Stock 
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Stock for the Supply of all. They were in a fpc- 
cial Manner religious toward God, both on the 
Sabbath, and in their daily Devotions ; and ex- 
ceeding friendly and benevolent toward Men. 
They did not difclaim Marriage j but they entered 
into that State more rarely, and with great Caur 
tion: And inftead of Children of their own, they 
bred up poor Children in their own Sc&, They 
were very abftemious as to their Food, and their 
Habit was a plain white Garment. Their Rules 
of Life arc reported to us more at large by Jofe»- 
phuif, and by Philo, two Jews ; they are alio de- 
fcribed by Pliny, a Heathen, and by fome of the 
Chriftian Fathers. 

20 Q^ If they were a confiderable Se£l in the 
Days of our Saviour, how came it to pafs that they 
arjc not mentioned in the New Teftamcnt ? 

jf. Some have fuppofed that they feldom came 
into Citie', but living fo very plain and abftemicus 
a Life, th^y refided for the mod part in the Coun- 
try i and thus they fell nor urider our Saviour's Ob- 
fervsition* And befides» they being a. very honeft 
and fincere Sort of People, they gave no fuch Rea- 
son for Reproof and Cenfure, as others very juftly 
deferved. Though it mufi be confeiled alfo, that 
their Dlfbelief of the Refurredion of the Body, 
.their Non-attendance on the Temple Worfliip, 
their traditional Waihings, and felf-invented Pu* 
rifications, their rigorous and needlefs Abftinencies 
from fome Sorts of Meats, and other like fuperfti- 
tious Cuftoms and Will- worfhip, might hare given 
our Saviour juft Occafloh for Reproof, had they 
come in his Way ; and perhaps they are cenfured 
under the general Name oi Pbarifies^ in thofc fu- 
p^rftitious Traditions wherein they both agreed. 

21 Q^Now we are fpeaking of the feveralSe&soJF 
the Jews, let us know alfo what were the Hergdiam f 
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Ai TTiis Sc£k ^rofe not till the Time of Herod 
the Great, King of Judea: And it is plain they 
had peculiar evil Tenets as well as the other Seds^ 
ilnce our Saviour warned his Difciples againft the 
Leaven of the Pharifees^ and of Herod,. Indeed 
they oppofed the Pharifees, and very juflly, in one 
Point ; for the Pharifees fcarce thought it lawful 
tb pay Taxes diredlly to Heathens, though they 
acquired the Sovereign Power, and particularly tci 
Caefar, in that Day : But their fpecial E-ror, which 
Chrril calls their Leaven^ feems to be this ; that ic 
^as lawful, when conftrained by Superiors, 10 
comply with Idolatry, and with a fdlfe Religion. 
Herod feems to have framed this Se£t on Purpofe 
to jufllify himfelf in this Pra£^ice ; who being an 
Idumean by Nation, was indeed half a Jew, and 
hatfSi Heathen ; and afie£):ed a Conformity to the 
Gentiles in fome Things,, to ple^fe the Romans, 
Who made him King, while at the fame 1 ime he 
profefled Judaifm. 

NcU^.The. ^adducees generally came into this com« 

plaiiant Opinion ; and the fame Perfons which are 

called Herodians in Mark viii. 15. are called iSoi- 

ducecs in Matt xvi« 6 But this ScEt died in a little 

. - Time; for we' hear no more of them after the 

. Days of our Saviour. v 

22 Q. Having done with the feveral Se£ls of 
the Jews, let us return now and inquire who fuc- 
ceeded Hyrcanus at his Death ? 
' !if. Ariftobulus, his eldeftSon, took the Oflice 
of the High Prieft, and Governor of the Country i 
and be .was the firft, fince the Captivity of Bab)? 
Ton, who put a Diadem upon his Head, and af- 
fumed the Title of King. 
• 23 Q. What is recorded of him ? 
- jf. He put his own Mother ta Death, becaufe 

L 3 . ^^ 
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(he inad€ fome Pretence to the Government ; he 
fent all his Brother?, fave one, to Prifon ; then he 
attacked and fubdued the Itureans^ who live on the 
North Eaft of the Land of Galilee, and forced 
them to be circumcifed and receive the Jewifh Re- 
ligion. At laft he vi^as perfuaded to put his fa^ 
vourite Brother to Death, upon an unjuft Sufpi- 
cion ; and then he died himfelf, vomiting Bloody, 
and in great Horror for his Crimes, 

24. Qi Who fucceeded him ? 

A* His next Brother, Alexander, furnamed yatt" 
fjousy took the Kingdom, who alfo put another of 
the Brothers to Death, becaufe of fome Attempt 
to fupplant him. 

25 Q^ WhatSuccefs had Alexander in his Go* 
v^rnment ? 

//. He having fettled hts Affairs at Hon^e, at- 
tacked (bme of his Neighbours, and dealt very de* 
certfulty with Ptolemy Lathyrus, the Heir ta the 
Crown of Egypt, who came to their Affiftance : 
Whereupon there enfued a bloody Battle between 
them, near the River Jordan in Galilee, wherei:r 
Alexander's Army was utterlv defeated, and he 
loft thirty thoufand Men. 

Nifie^ Tliere is a very cruel and barbaroito Aftion aU 
tributed to Lathyrus on thisOccafion, namely, tlia t 
coming with his Army, in the Evening after the 
Vi8:ory, to take up his Quarters in the adjoining 
Villages, and finding them full of Women and 
Children, he caufed them to be all flaughtered, 
and their Bodies to be cut in Pieces, and put into 
Cauldrons over the Fire to be boiled, as if it wiere 
for Supper ; that fo he might leave an Opinion in 
. that Country, that his Men fed upon human Fleib, 
and thereby might create the greater Dread and 
Terror of his Army through all thofe Parts. After 
this, Lathyrus ranged at Liberty all over theCpun* 
try, ravaging, plundering, and deftroying it in 
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a veiy lamentable Manner: For Alexander, after 
this Battle, was in no Condition to refift him. 

26 Q. Did Alexander ever recover this Defeat ? 

A. Cleopatra, Queen of Egypt, who, with her 
youngeftSon, withheld the Kingdom from Lathy- 
rus hereldeft,did affifi and fupport Alexander Jan*^ 
nseus, left, if Lathy rus (hould have become Mailer 
of Judea, he might alfo have recovered Egypt out 
of her Hands : Whereupon Alexander raifed his 
Head again, beiieged other Places, and took Ga- 
dara and Amathus toward Galilee, together with 
much Treafure J but he was furprized by Theodo- 
rus. Prince of Philadelphia, who had laid up that 
Treafure there, and was overthrown, with the 
Slaughter often thoufand Men. Yet, being aMan 
of Courage and Diligence, again he lecruited his 
Army, took the City of Gaza from the Philiftinei, 
and gave thorough Licence to his Soldiers there tb 
kill, plunder, and deftroy as they pleafed. He 
fubdued their principal Cities, and made them Part 
of his Dominions ; whereupon feveral of the Phi* 
liftines turned Jews; And indeed it was now growfi 
mCuftom amcmg the Afmonean Princes to impofe 
their Religion upon all their Conquefts, leaving 
them no other Choice but to become Profelytes^ 
or to be baniftied. 

27 Q. How did his own People, the Jews^ 
carry it towards him ? 

jt. The Pharifees continued their Wrath againl| 
him, for rigoroufly maintaining the Decrees of his 
Father, who aboliflied their Conftitutions ; and 
by their powerful Influence, they flirred up the 
People againft him fo far, that while he was ex- 
ecuting the High Prieft'$ Office at che Altar, they 
pelted him with Citrons, and called him rc^ 
proacfaful Names. 

L 4. 28 Qi In 
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28 Q. In what Manner did Alexander refent it ? 
A^ He flew (ix thoufand of them immediately, 

and he chofe his own Guards out of the Heathen 
Nations, never daring afterwards to truft himfelf 
with the Jews. At lail there broke out a Civil 
War between him and his People, which lafted (ix 
. Years, brought great Calamity on both, and occa* 
fionedthe Death of ^hov^ fifty thoufand Pcop\e» 

29 Q^ How was this War carried on ?, 

>f. Though Alexander gained many Victories 
over them, yet, being wearied out, he defired 
Peace, and offered to grant them whatfoever they 
.could reafonabiydefire: But upon his Inquiry what 
Terms would pleafe them, they anfwered with one 
Voice, ** That he ihould cut his own Throat/* 
So dreadful was their Enmity againft him ; and 
upon this Anfwer, the Warwasftillpurfued with 
Fury on both Sides. 

30 Q. How was this War ended at laft ? 

A. Alexander Jannaeus, the King, having loft 
one great Battle, refumed his Courage, and after- 
ward gained another, which concluded the War; 
,for having cut off the greateft Part of his Enemies, 
he drove the Reft .into the City of 3ethome, and 
Ibefieged them there; And haying talcen the Place, 
lie carried eight hundred of them to Jerufalem, and 
there caufed them to be all crucified in one Day; 
and their Wives and Children to be flain before 
their Faces, while they hung dying on their 
Crofles. In the mean Time, he treated his Wives 
3nd Concubines with this bloody ^pedlacle at a 
Feaft. This terrified the Jews indeed fo cffec* 
tually, that they made no more Infurredioos 
againft him ; though he got a moft infamous Name 
by it, in that and the following Ages. A dread- 
ful Inftance of the Barbarity of a High Prieft with 
pvilPpwcr! , . 
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31 Q. Did this cruel Tyrant come to a natural 
Death? 

A. The Providence of God, which does not al- 
ways puni(h Sinners in this Life, permitted him to 
die in the Camp of a Quartan Ague, which had 
hung long upon him, while he was befleging a 
Caftle of the Gerafenes, beyond Jordan And tho' 
he left two Sons behind him, yet he bequeathed 
the Government to Alexandra his Wife, during 
her Life; and to be difpofed of at her Death to 
which of her Sons (he pleafed. 

32 Q. How did this Woman reconcile herfelf 
to the Jews, fo as to permit her to reign over them f 

A*. By her Hufband's Advice, upon his Death- 
bed, (he concealed his Death, till the Caftle was 
taken \ then leading back the Army to Jerufa- 
letn in Triumph, made her Court to the Phari- 
fees, refigned up his dead Corps to their Pleafure, 
to be abufed or buried, as they (hould think fit, 
and promifed to follow their Advice in all the AJF- 
fairs of Government : For he had afTured her, 
that they were the beft of Friends, and the worft 
of Enemies \ and that if (he would but be ruled by 
them, they would make her rule over others. 

33 Q* What Succefi had this Condufi of Alex* 
andra i 

A. All the Succefs (he defired : The People 
were influenced by the Pbariftes.to give the Corps 
of her Hufband an honourable Funeral, (he herfeff 
was fettled in the Government of the Nation,^n4 
ibe made her eldeft Son Hvrcanus High Prieft. 

34*Q. How did (he adminiftcr the Government 
under the Diredtion of the Pbarifees ?' 

A, She immediately revoked the Decree of John 
Hyrcanus, wherel^ he had abolifhed their tradi<- 
tional Conftitutlons 3 by which Means the Phari^ 

L-5 fcet^ 
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fees, and their Traditions, grew into greater Efteem 
and Power than ever \ and fbe permitted them to 
put to Death many of thofe who ardfifed the late 
King Alexander to deal fo cruelly with the Fee^ 
pie; and fome others of their own Adverfaries 
alfo were executed on this Pretence, by her Leave ; 
for (he dreaded a new Civil War, and of two Evils 
fhe thought to choofe the leaft. 

35 Q^ To whom did (he leave the Kingdom 
at her Death } 

A To Hyrcanii^s, her efder Son, who had been 
entif ely bred up under the Influence and Tutorage 
of the Phariiees. 

36 Q^ Did this Hyrcanus the fbcond continue 
to reign in Peace? 

A, Aiiftobulus, th^ younger Son, finding that 
the Army and the People were weary of the op^ 
preffive Adminiftrationof the Pharifees, raifed an 
Army againft his Brother Hyrcanus, put him to 
Flight, forced him to redgn the Kingdom and the 
High Priefthood, and to live a private Life^ which 
^e confented to, after he had been King three 
Months I for he naturally loved his own Eafe and 
Quiet more than any Thifig elib. 

37 Q; ^^ Ariuobu<lus difturbed in his Go^ 
vernment ? 

A. There wasone Antipater, anidumean (whofe 
Father was. advanced to the Government of IdiH 
mea by the late King Alexander) and he himfelf 
4>^ing bred up with Hyrcanus, in the Court of 
Alexandra, prevailed upon Hyrcanus to accept of 
the AHiftance of Aretas,- the Arabian King^to re* 
ftore him to the Kingdom ; for he ailltred Mm tiiat 
his Life was in fo great Danger from his Brother 
Ariftobulus, that he could fave it no other Way,, 
but by de^hroiiing him* 

38 Q, What 
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38 Q. What Succefs had Hjrcanus tn fblloW- 
ing fhis Counfel of Antipater ? 

jf. By the Help of Arefas he gained an abfolute 
Vi£h)ry over Ariftobulus, drove him into the 
Mountain of the Temple, and there befieged him; 
where the Priefts ftood by Ariftobulus^ while the 
People declared for Hyrcanus. 

39 Q:. What heinous Murder were the People 
guilty of at this Time ? 

jf. There was one Onias at Jerufalem, fo holy 
a Man, that he was thought by his Prayers to have 
obtained Raiafrom Heaven in a great Drought: 
And the People concluding that his Curfes would 
be as powerful as his Prayers, prefled him to curfe 
Ariftobulus, and all that were with him. The good 
Man finding noReft from theirlmportanities, lifted 
up his Hands toward Heaven^ and prayed thus ; 
** O Lord God, ReSor of the Univerfe, fincc 
*^ thofe that are with us are thy People, and they 
^* that are befieged in the Temple are thy Priefts, 
^* I pray that thou wouldfthear the Prayers of nei- 
^* ther of them againft the other/^ Hereupon the 
Multitude were fo enraged, that they floned hioi 
to Death. 

40 Q^ Did Hyrcanus*s Party profper after this 
Murder i 

A. Hyrcanus and his People fell under great 
Di&ppointments at firft; for the Romans fpreading 
fheir Empire far at this Time, and being largely 
bribed by Ariftobulus, they forced Aretas torai(e 
the Siege; whereupon Ariftobulus purfued and 
routed him in Battle, and flew Multitudes of Hyr« 
canus's Party. 

41 Q^ In what Manner was this Conteft cairried 
on afterwards ? 

A. The two Brothers Hyrcanus and Ariftobulus, 
firft by their AmbafTadors, and afterwards in Pec* 
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.'fon, pleaded iheir Caufe before Pompey. the Ge- 
neral of the Romans, who Was now at Damafcus: 

.While, at the fame Time, the People, declared 
againft both ; for they pretended tkey were not to 
be governed by Kings, but by the Priefts of God . 

42 Q. How was (he Controverfy decided ? 

jt^ Pompey not giving a fpeedy Determination, 
.and Arifto^uluJi^ fufpecSting the Event, he reti< ed and 

prepared for War : Whereupon Pompey feized 
.Ai^qbulus in one of hi^ Cafiies, and confined hiiih 
.,in Prifon, and laid Siege to Jerufalem ; and being 

received into the City by Hyrcafius's Party, be- 

fieged alfo the Temple and the Cafile Baris, and 

took it in three Months Time. 

43 Q^ How came the Romans to take fo ftrong 
a Place fo foon ? 

Jn Though the Jews had learnt from the Be- 
ginning of the Maccabean Wars, to defend them<- 
UUts when attacked on the Sabbath ; yet being 
not a<9ua1Iy a/TauIted, they permitted the Romans 
to build up their Works and Engines on the Sab- 
bath, witboutdiflurbingtbem; whereby the Tower 
pt CafiJe, and with it the Temple, were taken. 

440^ On what Day was the T emple taken ? 

Ji. On iht very Day which ihe Jews kept as a 
folemn Fafti for the taking of Jerufalem and the 
Temple by Nebuchadnezzar: And it is remark- 
ablf, that the Piiefis who were at the Ahar conti- 
nued their Devotions, and their Rites oi Woifhip, 
till they perilled by the Hands of the Enemy, 
t 45 Or What Blood and Plunder enfued in the 
Temple ? , . 

J, Twelve thoufand Jews were^ (lain on this 
Occafion, partly by Pompey's Army, and partly by 
theirown Brethren, of the Party of Hyrcanus. But 
wheu PODapey entered the Sanduary, be forbore 

.10 
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, to |OQf h jmy qf the facred VeiTels thereof^ or 
the two thoufand Taknts which, were'laid up 

there for facred Ufes ; he .ordered the Temple to 
be cleanfed) and .Sacrifices tabe pffered there ac- 

, cording to tbeir own Laws. 

.NcU^ Though Pompey was (b moderate in his Vic- 
tory, yet m a little Time aftery CralTus, another 
Roman General^ in his Ma'-ch through the Coun- 
try, fcized and took away thofe two thoufand Ta- 
lents, and the golden Vcffelsof the Temple, and 
rich Hangings of ineftimable Worth. But the 

• Vengeance o? Heaven feemed to follow him: His 
Counfels in his Wars, from this Time forward^ 
were under perpetual Difappointment; he was flaih. 
in a War with the Parthians : F]is Head was cut off, 
and melted Gold was poured down his Throat,^ by 
way of InfuU over his infatiable Covetoufneft. 

46 Q, What was the final Effeft of this Vic- 
tory of the Romans ? 

A. Pompey demollflied the Walls of Jerufalem, 
put to Death fome of the chief Supporters of Ari- 
iiobulus, reftorcd Hyrcanus totheHgh Priefthobdi 
and made him alfo Governor, but under Tri- 
.bute to the Romans, and reduced his Dominions 
to narrower Bounds: Then he carried Ariftobulus, 
with his Children Prifoners to Rome \ except his 
cldeft'Son, who efcaped. 

NoU<i From this Quarrel between Hyrcanus the fe- 
cond and Ariftobulus the Ruin of Judea and Je- 
rufalem muft be dated ; the final Lofs of the Li- 
berty of the Jews, and the Tranflation of the fo« 
. vereign Authority to the Romans ; which hadttill 
then delcended with ihe Priedhood, and beeii 
pofTelTed by the Jews, though often under fome 
Tribute to Heathen Princes. 

47 Q. Did Ariftobulus or his Sons ever attempt 
the Recovery pf their Power and Government? 

A. Being efcaped from Pxifon, they madefeveral 
vigorous Attempts, but without Succefs* 
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84 Q. What Changs did JerufaldH pnti under 
through thefc Tlims f 

u/.Gabinius,aRomaiiGeneraI,inarchingfhrou^ 
Judea; in a little Time made a great Change in 
the Government, lefiened the Power of Hjrrcahils 
et further, altered the Conftitution of the San- 
edrim, or Jewiflb Senate ; but all was reftored 
again ihortly after by Julius Csfar : For, as Hyr- 
canus's Requeft, he gave him Leave to rebuild the 
Walls of Jerufalem, and by a Decree from the 
Senate of Jl^me^ Che ancient Friendfhip wiih the 
Jews was renewed. 

49 Q^ Where was Antipater all this while, 
who had excited Hyrcanus to recover the Go- 
vernment of Judea ? 

jI. He did many Services fofCsfefar in his Wars 
in the neighbouring Countries; whereupon he Ws^ 
made his Lieutenant in Judea, under Hyrcanus, 
who was confirmed by Csefar in the Government 
and High Prieflhocid. And, at the fame Time, 
Antipater procured Phafael, his eldeft Son, to be 
made Governor of the City of Jerufalemj and 
Herod, his fecond Son, Governor of Judea. 

NoUf This Herod grew up to high Power afterward; 
he was called Herod the Great, and was King of 
Judea, when our Saviour was bom. 

50 Q^ What became of Antipater at laft ? 

An He was poifoned by one Malichus, a Rival, 
who envied his Greatnefs and Power in Judea : 
But his Death was revenged by his Son Herod^ 
who was permitted by the Roman General to pfo* 
cure Malichus to be murdered. 

51 Q. What further Troubles did the Jews 
meet with about this Time ? 

J. Some Part or other of their Nation were con- 
tinually fubjedl to Plundetdfs^ fometime$ from the 

RomaA 
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Roman Generals, for not paying the Tribute de- 
manded, or on fome other Pretences j ibmetrmes 
by the Parthians, who affifted. Antigdnus, Son of 
the late King Ariftobulus,- to lecover JerMfiikm and 
Judea, in Oppofition to the united Forccto t>f Pha- 
fael, and Herod, and Hyrcanus. 

52 Q. Did Antigonus ever recover this Go- 
vernment ? 

A* The Parthian General, Pacorus, who was- 
at War with the Romans, did by mecr Treachery 
get into his Cuftody both Hyrcanus and Phafatl, 
ieized Jerufalem, and rifled it, made Antigonus^ 
Governor of Judea, and delivered up Hyrcanus 
and Phafael to him in Chains \ but Herod made 
jiis Efcape. 

53 Qi What became of Phafael and Hyrcanus 2 
A. Pbafael" beat out his own Brains in Prifbn; 

Hyrcanus's Ears were cut off, that being nvaimed, 
he might be no longer High Pricft, Lev. xxi. 17.. 
and he was fent far off among the Parthians, that 
be might raife no Difturbances againft Antigonus. 

54 Q. Whither did Herod take his Flight f 

!if. After a little Time he went to Rome, to re- 
prefent all thefe TranfaflionS) and he made bis 
Complaints with great and unexpe&ed Succe& ;. 
for Julius Caefar being flain in the Roman Senate, 
Mark Anthony andO£lavius (who was afterwards 
Auguftui Cafar) governed all Things there, and 
they agreed to make Herod King of Judea, witb 
the Confent of the Senate, hoping it would be foir 
tkcir intereft in the Parthian War. 
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Sect. Vm. Of the Govitmnent ^Hbrqd thi 
Great y and hU Pofitrity^ 9ver the Jews. 

I Q, 1117 H A T did Herod do on his receiving' 
^^ ■ ihis hew Dignity ? 
J, He returning to Judea, firft relieved his Mo- 
ther, vk^ho was put in Prif^n by Antigonus ; he 
made himfelf Mafter of Galilee ; he deflroyed fome 
large Bands of Robbers which infefied the Coun- 
try thereabout, {helteriog themfelves in Mountains, 
and the Caves of fteep and craggy Rocks. 

2 Q; What Artifice did he ufe in order to 
attack them ? 

J. By reafon of their dwelling in fuch hollow 
Caves in Precipices, there was no fcaling them 
from below ; and therefore to feTret them out of 
their Dens, he made large open Chlefis, and filled 
them with Soldiers, which he let down into the 
EntraiKC of thofe Caves by Chains from Engines 
which he had fixed above, and thus he deftroyed 
great Numbers of them. 

NoUf This Country was often annoyed with the Re- 
mains of theie Plunderers in the Reign of Herod; 
but he treated them without Mercy, and all the 
Country that Iheltcrcd' them with great Rigour, 
till he reftored Peace to Galilee. 

3 Q:. Where was his next March ? 

A, Into Judea againft Antigonus ; and after fe* 
veral Battles, with various Succefs on both Sideti 
at laft, bv the Afiifiance of the Roman. Legiom^. 
he beficged Antigonus in Jerufalem. 
' 4(^ Did not Herod himielf attend this Siege? 
J/. Yes, but while the Preparations wer« mak- 
ing for it he went to Samaria, and there he married 
Mariamne^ a Lady of the Family of the Macca- 

bees^ 
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. bees or Jfmmiiam^ the Grand-daughter of Hyrca- 
nus the decond, a Woman of great Beauty, and 
Virtue^ and admirable Qualifications, hoping the 
Jews would more readily receive him for their 
King by this Alliance ; and having done this, he 
returned to the Siege. 

5 Q» Did he carry this Place at laft ? 

jt. He took Jerufalem byStorm, after fix Months 
hard and bloody Service in the Siege, at which 
the Romans being enraged, ravaged the City with 
Blood and Plunder, notwithftanding a]! that He- 
rod could do to prevent it ; and having taken 
King Antigonus there, and fent him to Antioch, 
Herod perfuaded Mark Anthony, by alargcBribe^ 
to put him to Death. 

thU^ Here ended the Reign of the AJinoneans or Mac^ 
' caJttx. alfter that Race had held the Government one 
lumdnd^ mid twenty Years. During a great Part of 
this Time, as well as before, the various Changes 
of thefe JewiHi Governors, or the Interruption by 
Heathen Conquerors, filled the Country of Ju^ea 
with innumerable Calamities and Dcfolations, of 
which Jerufalem itfelf had a very large Share, nor 
cUd they ceafe in the following Years. 

6 Q. How did Herod begin his Reign ? 

^. As he was forced to make his Way to the 
Kingdom through much Blood, fo he eflablifhed 
himfelf by the fame Means, putting to Death fe- 
veral of the Partizans of Antigonus, and among 
them all the Counfellors of the great Sanhedrim, 
except PoIJioy who is called HiHel^ and Samas^ 
who is called Shammai ; for both of them had en- 
couraged the City to receive Herod ; though it 
was not out of Love to him, but merely on this 
View, that it was in vain to lefift him. 

Note^ This Hiticl and Shammai were two very great 

and 
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and eminent Teachers among the Do6liors of Tnh 
ditions in the Jewifh Schools. 

7 Q^ Who was made High PrieftaftefihcDeath 
of AntigonuSy who was both Prieft and King ? 

A. At firft Herod made one Ananehis or Anamu 
High Prieft, who was an obfcure Man, but of the 
Houfe of Aaron, educated among the Jews afar 
ofFin Babylonia, and therefore not fo likely to 
oppofe any of Herod's Defigns in Judea. 

8 Qj Did Ananelus continue in the High Prieft* 
hood ? 

A. Herod's beloved Wife Mariamhe, and her 
Mother, being of the Rac.eof the Maccabees, were 
ever teizin^ him to make AriftobulttsyMariamne*s 
Brother, a Lad of feventeen Years oltl, Highfrieft 
uiAnanelus's Room, to whom indeed it r<ati|eK b«^ 
longed, as aa Heir-Male of chat FamilT i Tliitbe 
at laft complied with, againft hta Will ; but in a 
Tery little Time he procured him to be drowned^ 
under Pretence of Bathing. 

9 Q. What became of Hyrcanui all this while ? 

'_ jf. Though he had been banifhed for fo oi^ny 
Years among the Parthians and JBabyloniaiw, yet 
he returned to Jerufalem upon the Advancement 
of Herod, preRiming that the Marriage of 'his 
Grand'daughter, and his own former Merits tOr 
wards him, would fecure to himfelf a peaceful tM 
Aee in his own Country under Herod's Pro* 
leaion. 

JO Q; How did Herod deal with him ? 

A. He received him at firft with all RerpeA, 
hiit fome Time after found a Pretence to put him 
to Death, when he was above eighty^ Years of 
Age, left one Time or other, bemg of the Family 
of the Maccabees^ or Afmoneans^ he fhould be re- 
flored to the Kingdom, 

iiQ^Bc- 
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11 Qg, Befides all thefe Confufions, what other 
Calamity happened to the Jews about this Time i . 

A» A terrible Earthquake ran through the whole 
Land of Judea, and buried thirty thpufand of the 
Inhabitants in the Ruins of their Houfes, in the 
feventfa Year of Herod's Reign ; a grievous Pefti- 
lence followed jt in a little Time, and a defolating 
Famine a very few Years after, at which Time 
Herod was very liberal to the People, but he could 
not. gain their hearty Afiedlion. 

12 Q. Did Herod maintain his Government^ 
when his great Friend Mark Anthony was ruined,^ 
and yanquiihed by 0£tavius i 

A. He took Care to make early Submiffion to 
0£lavius; be laid afide his Diadem, when be 
waited on him, and with open Heart he confeiled 
bis former Friendihip for Anthony* but he now 
aflured Odavius of the fame faithful Friendlhip 
and Obedience, if he might be trufted : Upon 
which Odavias, who now aiTumed the Name of 
Auguftus Cafar^ bid him refume his Diadem, oon- 
fijmed him in the Kingdom, and was bis Friend 
and Protedor even to bis Death. 

1 3 Q. Did he then continue to reign in perfe^ 
Peace? 

A. Domeftic Troubles broke the Peace of his 
Mind, and tbrew him into violent Grief .and 
Rage, which further foured his Temper for all hia 
Life after. . 

14 Q. What were thefe domeftic Troubles ?. \ 
A. He was jealous left any Man fliould pofTeff 

fo great a Beauty as Mariamne his Qupen after his 
Death, and left any Remains of the Family of the 
Afmoneans ihould hinder theSucceffion of his own 
Family to the Kingdom of Judea ; and for thefe 
Reafons he gave private Oiders, that in Cafe he 

died 
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died, both bis Wife aiid her Mother fliould be 
put to Death : Which dreadful Secret being com" 
jhtinicated to' his Queen, (be refented it to fuch a 
Degree, that fhe would never afterwards r'eceivc 
himj but notwithftanding all his kind Addreflei 
and Importunttes, flie perpetually followed him 
with fiiarp Reproaches for the Murder of her Re- 
htions, by which he fecured the Crown to him- 
felf, and upbraided his Mother and Srfter with the 
Meannefs of their Parentage. So that between 
hisExcefs of Love and Rage and Jealoufy, bcivas 
fo tormented, and fo wrought upon by the Artifi- 
ces of his Mother, and SiAer Salome, 'that at laft 
he put his beloved Mariamne to peath, under a. 
Pi'etence of an Attempt to poifon hinr, and he 
executed her Mother too a little after the Daugfa* 
ter for a real Plot againft hi^Life. . - 

' 15 Q^ Did the Death of Mariamnr relieve hinr 
from this Tumult of Paffion ? 
^ A. By no Means ; kst now his Love returned 
with Violence, and his Grief and Vexation Joined 
with other Paffions to render him a moft mifeT^ble* 
Wretch, a Torment to himfelf, and putra^feouf 
to all about him. 

16 Q, What Courfe of Lifejl'Ki he follow af- 
terward ? ■ 

A* He grew more arbitrary and cruel in his Go- 
vernment; he put what Perfons he pleafed into the 
High Priefthood, and turned them out again at 
Pleaftire:. He made feveral Innovations in the 
Laws, Cuftoms, and Religion of the Jew^ ;-and 
introduced Speflacles of Wreftlers, of Combats 
between wild Beafts and Criminals, &c. in Con- 
formity to the Heathens \ pretending it was all ne- 
ceflary to pleafeCaefar : And thus fet the Hearts of 
Che Jews much more againft him, who were very 

jealous 
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jealous of their Religion and Cuftoms. Tben» 
thinking it needful for his Defence, as well as for 
his Grapdeur and Glory , he built feverai ftrong 
Places and Towers wiihin and without Jerufa- 
lem i he caifed Temples in feverai Cities, and de- 
dicated them to Caefar, who was his great Friend ; 
and though focnetimes he remitted Part of the 
Taxes, and did feverai beneficent Adions to in* 
gratiate himfelf with the People, it was all in vain, 
be could not obtain their Love. 

17 Q. What was his greaceft and moft con- 
fiderable Attempt to pleafe tiie People, and to per* 
petuate his own Name f 

^. He propofed to rebuild the Temple at Je- 
rufalem: For it having now flood near five hun« 
dred Years, and being fo ofien injured, broken, 
and repaired, he perfuaded the People that a new 
one (hould he built with much more Magnificence 
and Glory. 

18 Q. But could he perfuade the Jews to con- 
fent that their Temple (hould be demolifbed, in 
ojder to rebuild it? 

.jt Not till he had afTured them that the old 
Temple ihould remain untouched till all MateriaU 
were ready to build the new one^ which he a£lu- 
ally provided at vaft Expence and Labour in two 
Years Time, by employing ten thoufand Artificers 
for the Work, a thoufand Waggons for Carriage, 
and a thoufand Priefts for Diredion. 

19 Q^ Did he fulfil his Promife in building this 
new Temple? 

jI. Yes, he performed the Work with prodi- 

frious Coft and Splendor, as it is defcribed by Jo- 
ephus : It was built of larse Stones, each twenty-* 
five Cubits long, twelve Cubits broad, and eight 
in Tbicknefs, which he Difciples defired our Sa- 
viour 
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<riotir to take Notice of with Wonder, Mark xiii, 
a, 1. The SanSuary, that is, the holy Placey and 
the mojf hofyy which were more properly called the 
Temple^ were finiflied-in a Year attd a half. To that 
divine Worfliip was performed there ; and in eight 
Years more he completed the feveral Walls, and 
Galleries, and Pillars, and Courts, according to 
his Defign. 

• ■ ao Q. How could it be faid then, %A« ii. 20. 
Forty and fix Tears was this Temple in building ? 

jf. It was begun near forty fix Years before 
that Pafs-over, when our Saviour, being neat 
thirty- one Years old, was prefent at Jerufalem; 
and though the grand Deiign and Plan was exe- 
cuted in nine Years and a half, yet Herod and hit 
Succeflbrs were always building Outworks round 
it, or adding new Ornaments to it, even to that 
very Day when Chrift was there, and long after- 
ward. 

21 Q. When was it dedicated ? 

A. The fame Year when it was finifhed, and 
on the Anniverfary-day of Herod's Acceffion to 
the Crown ; and on this Account it was cele- 
brated with a vaft Number of Sacrifices and uni- 
verfal Rejoicing. 

iVbfe, Within four Years after this Dedication, Je- 
«us Christ our Saviour was bom, and was pre* 
iented there an Infant, according to the Law* 

22 Q^ Was not this then the third Teoiple of 
the Jews ? 

A. No, It was called they^c^/iiTVm^ftillybe- 
caufe though it was built anew from the Founda- 
tions, yet it was only by Way of Reparation, it 
not having been rafed and demotifhed with a ruin* 
ous Defign, nor did it lie in Afhes and Defolatioiiy 
as it did when Nebuchadnezzar deftroyed it. 

asQsDid 
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. 2} Q5 Did Herod do any Thing after this in 
Favour of the Jews ? 

. jf. Wteb the Jews who were fcattered through- 
out Greece and Alia minor grew very numerovf, 
and wefe much difturbed and opprefled by the 
other Inhabiunta, Herod procured for them a new 
Eftabliihrnent of their Liberties and Privileges^ 
and Permiffion to live in other Countries according 
to their own Laws and Religion, which had been 
granted them before by the Kings of Syria and . 
by the Romans. 

94 Q. What further Troubles did Herod meet 
with in his Family ? 

j/. His two eldeft Sons by Mariamne, namely, 
Ari/i^hulus and Jhxander^ whpm he had fent to 
Rome for Education, being; returned to Jerufalem, 
in the Heat of their \ outh, they frequently ex- 
prefled their Refentments for the Death of their 
Mothek*, and thereby they became obnoxious to 
the Rage of Salome, Herod's Sifter and Favourite : 
And thus (he, who had been one great and con- 
ftant Inftrument to blow the Coals of Jealoufy and 
Difcontent between Herod and his Queen, and at 
laft to occafion her Death, purfued the fame Courfe 
to make him Jealous of fome Defigna of his Sons 
againft his Life. 

25 Qs What Iflue had thefe Quarrels and Jea- 
lou&s f 

A. They continued feveral Years : Plots were 
invented on both Sides: Thefe gave Herod in his 
old Age perpetual Difquietudes, Sufpicions anc 
F^ra: But Salome his Sifter prevailed fo far by her 
Craft againft hia two Sons, that after many Accu- 
fatioAa and Acquitments of them, (he at laft pro- 
cured their Condemnation and Execution by He- 
f^'a Order and tbc Confent of Auguftus Csfar. 
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This was about a Y«ar or two before the Birth of 
Chrift. 

26 Q. What was the geneml State of the Mea* 
then World about this Time ? . ' 

A. All the known Parts 6f tife World were 
fubdued to the Romans, and the Nations were in 
Peace; on which Account the Temple of Janus 
was ihtU up at Rome, which had never been (hut 
but iive Times fmce the firfl building of that City ; 
and then Jesus Christ the Prince of Peace came 
into the World, and was born at Bethlehem. 

27 Q; Wherein does it appear that the World 
was thus all at Quiet under the Government or 
Dominion of the Romans? 

A, Auguftus Caefar, the Emperor of Rome, if-- 
fued out a Decree that Year for a general Regifter 
of hii whole Empire, which St Luke calls a Tax^ 
ingy or enrolling of. all the World, Luke ii. i. This 
brought Mary the Mo her of Chrift to Bethlehem, 
the City of David, (o which Family (he belonged %' 
and while fhe was there,. (he brought forth her 
Son Jefus, as it is. written Luke ii. 1 — 11. 

Nott^T\vi& Year, in which Chrift was born, accord- 
ing _to Bifhop Ufher's exa6b Computation, is the 
four thoufandth Year from the Creation ; which 
falls in with an old Tradition of the Jews, that, 
the World was tp laft fix thoufand Years; namely, 
two thoufand Years before the Law, (or before 
Abraham, who was the Father of Circumcilion, 
and the jews ;) and two thoufand under the Law; 
that is, from Abraham to the Meftiah; and two 
thoufand under the Mcffiah. 

And here I might Conclude this Chapter, having 
brought the Jewifti Aftairs down ta the Birth 
of Chrift* But it may give fome Light to the 
New Teftainent to carry it on a little farther. 

28 Q. What Piece of Cruelty was Herod goilty 
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of, when he heard that a Child was born who 
was to be King of the Jews i 

A. He flewaU the youngChildren in Bethlehem, 
that he might be fure to deftroy Chrifl-, and that 
his own Pofterity might be Kings of Judea. 

29 Qi Whom did Herod defign then for the 
^uccefTor to his Kingdom ? 

A. Antipater, his eldeft Son by Doris, a Wife 
which Herod had before Mariamne; his Father 
iiad raiffd him to feme Poft of Honour upon his 
DifpK afure with his other Sons, and he had been 
aifo a6live and bufy himfelf towards procuring the 
Death of thofe two Brothers. 

30 Q. Did Antipater fucceed his Father in the 
Kingdom, according to Herod's prefent Defign ? 

A, Antipater, longing for the Crown and for his 
Futher^ Death, djd really confpire to poifon him, 
aiid being convifSied thereof, had a Sentence of 
Condemnation pafTed u{>on him ; and it being con- 
£rmcd byAuguftusCaefar, was executed by his Fa- 
therms Approbation. This was the third Son whom 
Herod put to Death. 

ji Q^ When and in what Manner did Herod 
*e ? 

A. In the feventieth Year of his Age, and five 
Days after the Execution of his Son Antipater, 
Herod himfelf died by a dreadful Coin plication of 
DifeafeSi He had a flow Fever, an Afthma, an 
Ulcer in his Bowels and his lower Parts, whick 
bred Worms and Lice ; he languiflied under ex- 
treme Pain and Torment till he expired, and feems 
to have been fmitten of God in a (ignal and terri* 
ble Manner for his Cruelty, and the multiplied 
Iniquities of his whole Life. 

32 Qi What Inftance of Cruelty was he guilty 
ef even at his Death ? 
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yt. Knowing kow much he was hated of the 
Jews, be concluded there would be no Lamenta- 
tion for him, but rather Rejoicing wheni he died ; 
and to pj-event this, he framed a Prcj«d, one of 
the moft horrid that could enter into Ifae Heart of 
Man ; he fv.mmoned all the chief Jews over the 
whole Kingdom on Pain erf* Death to appear at Je- 
richo, where he lihen lay; he ihut ahem up Pri- 
soners in the Circus^ or public Place of Shews, 
he ordered and adjured his Sifter Salome, and her 
Hufband, who were his chief Confidents, to fend 
jn Soldiers as foon as he Was dead, and put tbeoi 
all to the Sword ; F^ thii^ £ud he, will prowde 
Mourners for my Fwnral all f he handover, 

33 Q: ^as this barbarous and Moody Com- 
flBand executed ? 

A. His Sifter Salome, as bad as file was, chofe 
rather to break her Oath to him than to execute 
fo horrid a Deiign, afld therefore ftie releafed tbefi 
all after his Death. 

34* Q& What Pofterity did Heirod leave befaiad 
him ? 

A, He bad nine Wives, and fuch of his Pofte- 
rity as are named in Scripture, are thefe that foi- 
k>w : namely, i . Arichelaus bis Son, who Aic^eeded 
him ia the Kingdom of Judea and Samaria, Matt, 
ii. 22. 2. Herod Antipas, Tetrarch or Governor qf 
Galilee, who cut of* John theBaptift's Head,.A£i</. 
xiv. I9 3> 6. 3. Philip, Governor of Uiirea and Tra- 
cbonitis, Lukeixu i.and,!}.. Berod'Philip,wbomar« 
rkd hisownNiece,H<erodias,aad had a'Daugbier bf 
her called Salome^ who danced well : Bat Hkrodias 
afterward left him, to marry Herod Aotipas, his 
Brother ; for which John the Baptift teftomti this 
jhliered Aotipas^ ^^^iti* 19- 

This Herod ias was Daughter of Herod's Sot 
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Ariftobulut^ whom he put to Death, and Sifler of 
fierod Agrtppa, who flew the Apoftle James, /f^# 
vi'u I, 2* and was afterwards fmitteii of God, at 
^aafarea^i^r, 20-«-23. Of thisflcrod Agrippa wa^ 
bern^ that King Agrippa the Second^ before whom 
1?2m\ pleaded his Caufe, j/^s xxv, and xxvi. anJ 
his two Sifters were^ Drufilia, Wife to Felix the 
Governor, Jt^ xxiv^ 24. and Bernice, who at- 
tended her Brother Agrippa to hear Paul pleads 
This Genealogy is borrowed from Dr Prtdeaux. 

35 Qi ^^ Archciaus continue long in his Go* 
"Vierfunent? 

J. He was guilty of many and great Tnftarices of 
Tyranny, for wKich he was depofed, and bani&ed 
to a Town in France, by the Roman Emperor, 
nrhen he had reigned in ^udea between nine and 
'lefi" Years. 

36 Q. How was f udea governed afterwards f 
A. The Romans were fi> much di^leafed with 

the evil Pradices of Archelaus, that they reduced 
Judea to the Form of a Roman Province, and 
ruled it afterwards by Procurators or Governors, 
who were fent thither, and recalled at their Plea* 
"fure : The Power of Life and Death was taken 
out of the Hands of the Jews^ and placed in the 
RomaD Governor; and their Taxes were paid more 
-diroAly co the Roman Emperor, and gathered by 
^ Publicans. 

37 Q, How did the Jews refent this ? 

A. The Pharifees, and the People under their 
Influence, thought it unlawful to acknowledge a 
King who was not a Jew, Deut, xvii. 15. From 
cmQn£ thy Brethren thoujhah fet a King over thee : 
And fiberefore, though they were conftrained to 
|>9y Tcibttte to Csefar, yet they fcarce allowed it 
i^bc Iftwfttls upon this Account they looked upon 
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thefe Publicans with greater Deteftation than any 
of the Tax-gatherers in former Ages, while their 
Goj/ernor was of the Jewifli Nation or Religion. 

NoU^ Though Herod was an Idumean by Nation, yet 
all the Idumeans having received the Jewiih Reli- 
gion, Herod was fo far counted a lawful Governor^ 
as that they did not fcruple paying Taxes to him* 

3$ Q. How was the High Priefthood carried 
on at this Time ? 

A. As Herod had done before, fo the Roman 
Governors continued to make High Priefts, and 
to depofe them as ofien as they pleafed, to anfwer 
their own Purpofcs. 

39 Q« Who was High Prieft when our blefTed 
Saviour was put to Death ? 

A. Caiaphas, who was Son-in-law to Annas, 
who had been himfelf High Prieft for fifteen Years, 
and was depofed by one of their Governors. 

Kotc, Caiaphas was not immediate SuccefTor to An* 
nas, for there were threeHighPciefts came between 

. them, who had been inftituted into that Office, and 
depofed by the Romans: Hence it may come to 
pa(s, that in>the H i (lory of the Gofpels we frequently 
read of feveral Chief Priefts at the fame Time, and 
of Annas and Caiaphas being High Priefts at the 
Beginning of John the Baptilt's Miniftry, Luke iii. 
2. For whether they had any coercive Power given 
them by the Romans or no, yet being ftill alive, 
after they had been in that OfEce, they might have 
their Title given them by ihp People, and fome of 
them had probably connderable Influence in the 

, Jewifti Af£aLis In theCafe of Annas and Caiaphas, 
fome fuppoie one to have been Head of the Sanhe- 
drim, and to have chiefly managed in Civil Af- 
fairs, the other in Sacred. Others fancy one to have 
been the High Trieft, and the other the Deputy 
High Prieft, or Sagan^ who was always reaay to 
perform the Gfiice, If the High Prieft was indiT 
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pcfkd 6r hindered : And fome think they might 
rule alternately, ot together, by Permi (lion, or Ap- 
pointment of the Romans* It is evident, the facred 

. Laws of Mofes were not ftri6liy obferved at that 
Time among them, nor long before. 

Note, This Annas is fuppofed to be the^ fame Perlbii 
with that Ananias, whom Paul did not feem to 
acknowledge for God's High Prieft, when he re- 
proved him, and called him. Thou zohited Walfi 
Afts acxiii, 3^— 5« 

40 Q^ Who was Governor of Judea at that 
Time ? 

jf- Pontius Pilate : For Tiberius Caefar (who 
bad reigned two or three Years together with Au- 
guftusat Rome, and had after his Death fucceeded 
him now nineteen Years in the Empire) had a few 
Years before made this Palate Governor : He was 
a Man *4:horoughly prepared for all Manner of 
Iniquiiy^t which he executed through bis whole 
Governilient ; and gave further Proof of it in that 
Qnjoft Sentence, which he paflld even againft his 
own Confcience, for the Crucifixion of our Blefied 
Lord, at the Requeft of the wicked Jews. 

41 Q. What became of Pontius Pilate at laft? 
jf. He was in a very ihort Time recalled by 

the Roman Emperor for Mifdemeanors in hisGa*' 
vcrnment,andbani(hedto Vienne in France, where 
he is reported to have put an End to his own Life 
by the Sword. 

42 Q. Did the Jews grow wifer and better 
afterwards ? 

A. They w.'nt on by Perfecution and Rage 
againfl the Gofpel of Ch/ift, and the Profeflbrs.of 
it, and by many other Crimes^ to fill uptbeMea- 
fureof their Iniquities ; till at laft, upon their In* 
furreflion againft the Roman?, they were expofed 
to the Fury of a conquering Army, their City and 
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Teinple we^e utterly deftroycdi according to the 
Prophecy of Chrift; eleven hundred tfaou&nd of 
the People peri(hed, andthe Remains of their Na« 
tion have been fcattered abroad through the Earth 
unto this Day. 

43 Qi What general Remark may be drawA^ 
from the whole Hiftory of the Jews Hnce their 
Return from the Captivity of Babylon? 

A. That the Affairs of thejr Church and. of 
their State have been for the moft Part fo un- 
happy, they have been fo much difquieted by the 
Invanons and Perfecutions of the Kings of the 
Earth, fo wretchedly corrupted with the Introduce 
tion of humanTraditions, PharifaicalSuperfikions^ 
and HeathenlQi Rites among them^; and fo frc*^ 
quentiy and grievoufly oppreflibd by their own* 
rriefls and P^inces^ as well as Straogeft^jthat th^ 
never did emoy fo peaceful, fe pioiis,. md v^ 
flourifliing a o tate, as to give a AiU Accompliffi* 
ment of sdl thoTe glorious Prophecies wbkh relate 
to their Ifappinefs after their Return from Captivity*. 

44 Q« What follows from, this Remark I '.. 

A. That there muft be, in the Decrees and 
Providence of God, a further Referve of Peace, 
{folinefs, and Happineft for the Seed of Ifirael^ 
which ffiall be conferred upon them ia the latter 
Dayis ; and therefore we cannot but expe£l a more 
large and general Cbnverfion of the Jews to the 
Faith of J^us the true Meffiah,. than hath ever yet 
appeared, with greater Bleifings upon that People, 
who were once fa dear to God, and are tebved' 
fir their Fathirt Sake. St Paul, in his eleventh 
Chapter to the Romans^ abundantly eonfirmi 
what the Prophets encourage us to hope for* 
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Of the pROPKE<;iEs 't^hicb relate td jEsvsr 
Christ our Saviour^ and their Acc$mpUJh' 
ment \ or^ 10^ Prophetical Connection 
between the Os^d and New Testament. 

I N T R O D U C T r O N. 

*^.<9&!K^^S 1 have giVen an HirroRiCAt 
in Continuation of the AfFairs of 
A ^ the Jews from the Time of Nche- 
itiMbi where the Old Teftatiienf 
ends; to the Times of Jefus Chrtft 
<Hir Lord ; fo I have here inferted a Chapter of 
ibne of the plaineft PredidSons or Prophecies 
which are found in the Old Teftament, that re- 
late to the Perfeo, Offices and Glories of the 
Lord Jtefus Chrift our Saviour, and are fulfiiled in 
the Gofpel : and it may be called, J Prophe* 
TiCAL Connection ittwien the Old Testa- 
ment and the New. 

And becaufe I would. not give Offence by tn« 
troducing fuch Prophecies as are either much 
doubted or denied by any Chrifiians ; therefore t 
iball fcarce mention any but what fome of the 
Writers of the Newr Teftament cither dire£tly 
cite, or to which they have a plain Reference in 
ibme of their Expreifion?. . 

I Qi Since the great Subjedl of the New Tefta- 
ment is our Lord Jesus Cnaist and his Gofpcl, 
Tell me now what arc the chief Difcoverics or 
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Reprefentations made of Him in the Old Tefia- 
oient ? 

jf. Befidc the Types or Emblems of Chrift 
and his Gofpel, which are foiiind in the Jewifli 
Worfihip, there are alfo feverat plain Expreffions 
in the Books of the Old Teftament, which ai;c 
Predi^ions or Prophecies concerning Him, long 
before he came into the World, See fome of the 
Types in Chapter V. Queftion 116. 

2 Q. What is the fir ft and earlieft Prophecy 
of Chrift ? 

A, Gen, jii. 15. Where God faid to the firft 
Woman, that is, to Eve, that her Seed Jh^uld 
hruife the Head of the Serpent. 

3 Q, Wherein is this Prophecy fulfilled ^ 

jI. Gal, iv. 4. Godfent forth his Son made of a 
Woman, i John iii. 8. The Sen of God was mani^ 
fejled^ that he might dejiroy the Works of the Devil \ 
that \%<^ he fhould defiroy the mifchievous Defigni 
and Deeds of (he Devil, who lay hid in the Ser- 
pent, when he tepipted Adam and Eve to fin; 
and this, in the Language of Prophecy, is called 
Bruifing the Serpenfs Head, 

4 Q^ What is the next plain Prophecy of Chrift? 
A. Gen, xviii. 18. and chap. xxii. 18. Where 

God tells Abraham, that in him and in his Seed 
Jhall all the Nations of the Earth be hleffed, 

5 Q^ How does this appear to have a Refierencc 
to Chrift ? 

A, Gal. iii. 8. The Scripture preached the Gof 
pel unto Abraham y faying^ In thee Jhall all Nations be 
hlejfed^ vcr. 16. .Now to Abraham and his Seed were 
the Promt fes made : He faith ^ To thy Seed^ which is 
ChriJI ; who was to be derived in a long Courfe of 
Generations from Abraham ; arid therefore Chrift 
may be called the Son of Abraham^ Matt. i. i . 
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6 Q: To whom was this Promife given befide 
Abraham ? 

A. It was given tolfaac, the Son of Abraham, 
Gen. xxvi. 4 and to Jacobs his Grandfon, Gen. 
xxviii. 14. Inthee^ and in thy Seed^ /ball all Nations 
be blejfed. 

7 Qi Did Jacob prophefy concerning Chrift ? 
//• Yes, in his dying Speech to his Son Judab, 

Gen. xlix. lO. The Scepter {oxTribe^ as the Word 
fignifies) Jhall not depart from Judah^ nor a Law^ 
giver from between his Feet^ until Shiloh come j and 
till the gathering of the People be unto him. 

8 Q^ How can you prove that this Prophecy 
relates to Chrift ? 

j1. Shiloh fignifies one that is fent^ which is the 
frequent CharaSer of Chrifi, that he was fent by 
the Father, y^A/i x. 36, l^c. and ch. xvii. 18,21,23* 
(And indeed the Jews themfelvesown that it fig- 
nifies tht MeJJiah:) Now Judah did continue to 
be a Tribe, and to have fome Sort of Government 
amongft them till Chrift came : He was about ten 
or twelve Years old when Archelaus was depofed,. 
and Judea reduced to the Form of a Roman Pro- 
vince, and then- the Power of Life and Death was' 
taken from them. See Chapter X1X« Queft. 36^ 
And when the People fth2Lt is,the Jews andGentiles,. 
were gathered in gresLi Numbers unto Chrijly then 
the Tribe of Jjjdah, or the Jewifh Nation, was 
broken to Pieces and fcattered, Jerufalem was de- 
ftroyed, and all Appearance of Government among-. 
them was loft; which is an eiFe<Sbual Argument 
againft the Jews that their Meffiah is already come. 

9 Q. Who was the next Peifon that prophefied 
concerning Chrift ? 

A. Mofes, in the xviiith Chapter oi Deuteronomy^ 
fCr»^I 5i 18. TheLordthy Godwillraife up unto thee a 
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pT9fhitfrnn the mUJt dfthi^ rf ^h Brtthren^ like 
unto me : and t§ him £)aUye hearken, 

loQ^ How does k appear Mofies dcfignedi 
Jefus Ckirift in this Prophecy ? 

A. St Stephen the Martyr cites thefe Words in^ 
bis Dying-Speech, when he was put to Death foE^ 
the Sake of Chrift, and applies them to him» 
•Jl^sVix, 37, 

1 1 Q. But were not many Prophets, as Ifauah^ 
yeremiak^' Elijah^ Elijba^ and feveral others,. liJce- 
junto Mofes ? 

A. None of them, befide Jefus Chri({, came 
to inftitute a new Religion, as Mofes did \ or 
wrought fuch numerous and various Miracles, to 
atteft their DoArine. 

12 Qi Who was the next eminent Prophet that 
fpake plainly of Chrift? 

A, David fpeaks often of him in his Book of 
Ffalms, in many remarkkble £xpreflioiis ; and de- 
fcribes his Incarnation, his Sufferings, his Exal- 
tation, and his various Offices of Prophet, Prieft>. 
and King \ namely, 

1 . His coming into the World, to preach the 
■ Truth of God, and the Dodrineof Righteoufnefs,, 
for the Salvation of Men, and the Weaknefs and 
Infufficiency of the Jewifli Sacrifices^ P/Jy/ifi xl..6,. 
7, 8. Sacrifice and Offering thou didft not defire'y 
that is, the Jewifh Sacrifices were not required as 
real and effe£lual Expiations, becatife they could 
not take away Sin : But mine Ears then bafi 
opened: Then faid ly Lo^ I come ; in the Volame cf 
the Book it is written of me : I delight to do thy 
fViily O my God, I have preached RighttMjfiiefs 
in the great Congregation^ I have declared thy Faith- 
fulnefs and thy Salvation^ &c. The firft Part of 
cbis Pfalm is exprefsly applied to Chrift, Heh. x. 
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5, &r. and inftead oftbe Words, Mne Ears haft 
thou 9p€ned^ the Apoftle cxprefics it, J Bsdy haft 
thou prepartdme: A ad then he goes on to fhew 
how Cbrift made himfelf a perfed and e£FeSual 
Sacrifice, inftead of all the imperfed Sacrifices 
under the Law. 

2. His being chofea out of the Jewiih Nation 
|o be the Saviour and the King of Ifrael, is fore- 
told under the Emblem of David, Pfalm Ixxxiic. 
18, &c. Tbm thm fpaktft in Vljitn to thy holy 
Om^ and faidft^ I havo laid Help upon §m that is 
mighty : I havo txahtd mi chofin out of the People ': 
— / wlU make him my Firfl-borny higher than tbs 
Kings of the Earthy &c. Cbrift i$ called the Firft- 
horn of the Creation^ and King of Kings, Col. i. 1 5; 
Rev* xix. 1 6. 

3. The Children in the Temple finging his 
Triumph when he entered into Jcrufalem, is early^ 
intimated, P/alm viii, 2 Outof the Mouth of Babes 
and Sucklings thou haft ordained Strength^ Of per- 
fected Praife; and in Pfalm cxvivl, 25, 26. you' 
have the very Words of their Song, Save, now^ 
Ibefeeeh thee^ (if^hich in the Hebrew is Hofannah .*) ' 
O Lord ; blejfed is He that cometh in the Name of the 
L§rd: Which is applied to Chrift^ Matt. xxi. 9« 
And as the Scribes and Pbarifees raged, and had ' 
Itidignation againft hio) on this Account, fo' 
this very Rage is intimated in the fame viiith' 
Pfalm^ vcr< a. The Babes and SmkHngs cried -out, ^ 
and did ftill or ftlence the Enemy and the Avenger^ 
that is, the revengeful Enemy. And this is far^ 
tlier hinted in the cxviiith Pfalmy ver. 22. where 
David calls Chr^ft, the Stone which the BuiU^s 
refufedy and which is become the head Stone of the '^ 
Comer : The Teachers and Rulers of the. Jews, * 
whafliouki have been the Builders of the Chtirch^ 
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rejcOtd Chrift, and on this Occafion he applies 
thefe Words to htmfeff, Afatt^ xxu 42. and they 
are applied to him by the Apoftles Paul and Peter^ 
Eph, ii. 20, Je/its Chrtft himfe^ being the chief 
€orner'Jione\ and i*Pct. u 7. The Stone which the 
Builders di fallowed^ is made the Head of the Corner, 

4. His Perfecution by Princes and People, is de- 
clared in Pfalm ii. i. fVhy do the Heathen rage^ and 
ihe People imagine a vain Thing t The Kings of the 
Earth fet tbemfehes^ and the Rulers take Counfel to-- 
gether againjl the Lordy and againji his Anointed^ 
that is^ againft his Mefliah, or Ghrift ; which was 
cited and fulfilled, A£ls iv. 26, 27. when Herod^ 
and Pontius Pilate^ and the People^ both Gentiles 
and Jews, all rofe up againft Jefus of Nazareth^ 
and put him to Death. 

5. His bitter Reproaches and Sufferings, and the 
Manner of his Death, is foretold by David "^in the 
Tcxiid and ^xixthPfalms. Inthe Beginning of the xxiid 
Pfalm, David, by way of Emblem, in Prophecy 
fpe^ks the Words of Chrifl upon the Grofs, My 
God^ myGody why hajl thou forfaken me? ver. 16, 
J 8. They piereed my Hands and my Feet : They 
parted my Garments among them^ and cafi Lots upon 
"nty Vejiure': And that he was brought down to the 
Dujl of Deaths ver. 15. All thefe Things were 
fuifilled when they nailed bis Hands and Feet td 
"^ Crofs, when they caft Lots for his Garments> 
and flew him, ^K7//.xxvii. 35, 46. ^ohnyCxx 23, 24. 

His Reproaches and his cruel Treatment are 
defcribcd farther, Pfalm\x\x. 20,2,1. Reproach hath 
broken my Heart ; I am full of Hecroinefs : They gave 
me alfo Gall for my Meaty in my Thirji they gave ^ 
me Vinegar to drink ^ Matt, xxvii. 48* 
• 6. His Refurrcflion from the Dead, Pfalmxvu 
10. For thou wilt not leave my Soul in Helli that is, 
-- * la 
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in the State of the Dead, neither wilt thou fuffer 
thine Holy One to fee Corruption $ that is, to lie 
long enough in the Grave to be fubjefl to Rot-r 
tennefs : ^ou wilt^Jhew me the Path of Life. Nov 
this was evidently fulfilled in Chrift, at his rifing 
from the Dead to Life again, before he had laia 
three complete Days, Acts ii. 31. and chap. xiiiV 
33 — 38« I Cor. XV. 4. 

7. His Afcenfion to Heaven, attended with An>» 
gels, his Triumph over the Devik,, his receiving* 
Gifts from the Father, and his Diftribution oF 
them to Men, are foretold in-P/^Z/Tilxviii. 17, 18L 
^he Charioti of God ere twenty thoufand^ even thoitr- 

fands of Angels ; the Lord is among them. Thou ha^^ 
afcended on high^ thou hafl led Captivity captive y thou- 
haji received Gifts for Men ; yea^fer the Rebellious 
eifoy that the Lord God might dwell among them. 
Which Words are applied to our Saviour, being 
afcended to Heaven^ and having, led the Devils 
captive,, and beftowed Gifts on Men, namely^. 
Prophets, Apofiles,. ^e. for the Miniftry qf the 
Gofpely that God might dwell among them, who 
before were rebellious againft him, Eph, iv. 8, 
See a Ifo Co\..\\ 15. He fpoiled Principalities and 
Power Sy and triumphed over them. 

8. His Exaltation to the Kingdom at God's 
right Hand, and to the Priefthood of Interceffion,. 
isdefciibed particularly, Pfalm ex. l, 4. The Lord 
faid unto my Lord\ Sit thou at my right Hand till L 
make thy Enemies thy Footjiool : And, Thou art: 
£ Ptiejl far ever after the Order of Melchifedek ; 
which ExpreiHons aie applied to Chri(^, Matt., 
xxii.42, 44« A£ls ii. 33, l^c. Heb. v. 6. and chap^ 
vii. 2,3» 17. where Chrift is exalted to he a King 
snd a Priefl^ as Melchifedek was, and that too, a 
Prieft of coaftant Imercei&on or Pleading with. 

God 
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God (or M^n, and Ueffing them, as Melchifedek 
bleiTed Abraham. 

9. The Charader of this King is dcfcribed in 
feveral Pfalms ; as in P/alm xlv.

nefsjond hatejjt Wichinefs^ \ ihertfon G^d^ tfy Gfid^ 
hath anointed thee with the Oil of Giadnifs above 
thj Fellows: Which is a plain Defcription of Je- 
fus Chrift, Hti, i. 8, 9. whom God anointidwitb 
the Holy Ghoft and with Power^ Ads x. 38. and 
who had the Holy Spirit without Meafuroy John 
iii. 34. And ytt further, in Pfahn Ixxii. is a large 
Character of Chrift under the Emblem of Solomon : 
And PJnlm Ixxxix- defcriber Chrift under the 
Charaaer of David himfelf. 

10. In the fecond Pfalm, his Refurreftion and 
Exaltation are defcribed under the diftind and pe- 
culiar Character of the Son of God : ver* 6, 7. / 
h<(i>e Jet niy King upon my. holy Hill ofSion .* and, /' 
tuill declare the Decree^ Thou art my Son^ this Day- 
have I begotten thee : Which is cited to pcovc the 
Refurredion and Advancement of Ghrift to the 
Throne by the Power of the Father, and as the 
Image of the Father. He was firft the King of 
Zion or Ifrael, as God is King of bis Church, « 
jf^s xiii. 33. Heb. v. 5. and he is now aifo Lord 
of the Heathen, and King of all Nations, as God* 
is King or Ruler of alLthe World. The 8til 
Verfe particularly declares the Submiffion of the 
Heathens to Chrift, after he begun his Work dF 
Interceflion in Heaven r AJkofmo^oMdlfikilgi^ 
thee the Heathen for thine Inberitanee^ and the ut" 
mojl Parts of the Earth for thy Pojfiffion. The 
next Words alfo, namely. Thou Jhalt hreak then^ 
with a Rod oflron^ anddajb them in Pieees Uke a

and foretel hts Power,* and Vengeance againft his 
EneffitCB. 

19oU I, In ibme of tHefe P&lbs wefhould not have^ 
knownChrid or theMelfiah wasintended.if Chrid 
himfelfor the Apoftieshad not citcdthem for this 
Purpofe ; yet ibme of them are fo -evident » that the" 
ancient Jews applied them to the Meffiah ; and we 
cannot but apply them to him, becauie they could- 
not be appliea to David, or to any other Peribn»' 

aioU Zi There might be alfo many other Texts cited^^ 
out of the Book of Pfalms, wmdi are interpreted- 
concerning Jefus Chrift in the New Teftament, 
which we Inould not otherwife have known to be-' 
long to him ; as Pfdm xcvii. 7. Wbr/kip km all ye 
Gods ; which is applied to him in tub, i. 6. Let ail' 
the Angels cf God zoorjhip kim, who in Scripture am- 
ibmetimes^ called Godliv So PfiUm ciu-z^'^zy, are- 
applied in the lame Chapter to Chrift, and ihew us > 
that the World was created by him ; Thou, Lord^ in ' 
the Beginning hafi laid the Foundations of tlie Earthy and* 
the Heavens are the Work of thy Hands ^. &c. In both^ 
which-Tcxts, as well as in fcveral others, the very ' 
lame Names, Charaders, and Anions, which are 

• attributed to Jehovah, the God of the Jews, the^ 
only true God, in the Old Teftament, are applied* 
tQ Jrsus Chr 1ST in the New-: Which plainly ad- 

. yances his Charader (b high, as to aflure us, that he- 
18 one with the Father i that he is God manifejted in the 
Flejh; whofe Name is Em^ ah vel^ or God zoithiu ; as^ 
we (hall learn immediately from likiah the Prophet. - 

13 Q. We have heard various and exprefa 
Prophecies which David gave concerning the Me(«* 
fiah.^and did not Solomon aHb ptophefy of Chrift^ 
.^ ^. Many (^hriftians, in elder and later Times^ 
kave fuppofed that the eighth Chapter of Solo^ 
inon^s Priverbi fpeaks of Chrift in his divine Na« 
ture, under the' Character of fFifdomk 

Note, Some of the andent Fathers fuppofe Wtfd(m in 
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thU Chapter to denote Jss us Christ ; fome think 
k means the Holy Spirit: But other Writcrsquef- 
tion whether there be any fuch full and fufficient 
Proof of either of thcfe Opinions in the New Tefta- 
inent,as to write them down with AfTurance. Atha* 
nafius fometimes explains it of Chrift^s human Na- 
ture. And on theie Accounts Dr Patrick himielf 
doubts, whether this be a Prophecy of Chrifl, or 
no ; or whether it only relates to divine and hu- 
man Wifdom* 

14 Q» But did not Solomon write the Song of 
Songs? and is notChrift there foretold as the 
Bridegroom and Hufband of the Church ? 

A. The Metaphors and Similitudes of the iame 
Kind which are ufed in the xlvth Pfalm^ and in 
fome of the EpiJIles^ and the Book of the Revela^ 
tion^ have generally perfuaded our Chrifiian £x- 
pofitors to apply this Song to the fpiritual Charac* 
ters and Tranfadions of Chrift and his Church : 
But the Expreffions are fo much borrowed from- 
the Affairs of a human Love, that they bar(iiy af- 
ford fuch fufficient Argument for the Proof of the 
Meffiah as more evident and diredl Prophecies, 
which is my prefent chief Bufinefs : nor indeed do 
1 know that the New Tefiament cites any of So- 
lomon's Writings as Prophecies of Chrift. 

15 Q. Which is the next of the Prophets whicb 
fpeak of Chrift, as they ftand in Order in our 
Bible ^ 

jt, Ifaiah, who was called the Evangelical^ or 
Gofpel Prophet, becaufe he foretels the greateft 
Variety of Events that relate to CHRirr : namely^ 

I. Thatheftiallbe born of a Virgin, ^. vii. 14* 
A'Virgtn Jhall conceive and hear a Son^ andjhall cntl^ 
his Name EmmanuEL; which was explained* 
and accomphftied when the Virgin Mary brought 
forth her Son Jefus, Matt. i. 10— 23, TheNaDA9: 
£mmanuel fignifies, God with us. 
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2. That he (hall be of the Family of Jefle, or 
David, who ihall be King of Ifrael ; that his 
Name (hall be. The mighty God^ and his Kingdom 
ihall ftand for ever, Ifa. xi. 10. In that Day tbire 
Jhall he a Root of Jeffi^ which Jhall Jiand for an 
Enfign of the People ; to it Jhall the Gentiles feek^ 
Ifa. ix. 6, 7; Unto us a Child is horn ; unto us a 
Son is given ; the Government Jhall he upon his Should 
ders'j and his Name Jhall he called Wonderful^ 
Counjellor^ The mighty God^ The everlajling Fa^ 
thevy The Prince of Peace, Of the Increafe of his 
Government and Peace there Jhall he no End : Upon 
the Throne of David, and upon his Kingdom, to or^ 
der it and to ejlahlijh it with Judgment and Jujiice^ 
from henceforth even for ever. 

3. And yet that he fhould be rejected by many of 
the Jews, and fhould be received by the Gentiles, 
Jfa.vii'u 14. He Jhall he for a San^uary I that is, 
a Refuge for Mankind : But for a Stone ofStumh^ 
ling^ and Rock of Offence to hoth the Houfes of If» 
rael i that is, both to Judah and Benjamin, who 
made up the Jewiih Nation ; or to the two Kiog* 
doms both of Judah and Ifrael, as they were dif- 
tinguiflied in former Times. Now this Text is 
applied to Chrift, Rom, ix. 33. i Pet, ii. 8. His 
Rejedion by the Jews is foretold alfo in Ifa. liiu 
Ij i> 3/ ^ho hath helievedy &c. But that the Gen- 
tiles (hall receive him for a Saviour and'a King^ 
Ifaiah foreteli in many Places ; as Chap. xlix. 6, 7. 
He Jhall he a Light to the Gentiles^ and Salvation 
to the Ends of the Earth. To him whom Man des^ 
fpijethy to him whom the Nation abhorreth, that i*, 
the Nation of the Jews, Kings Jhall look andarifey 
Princes alfo Jhall worjhip . Which muft refer to 
the Kings of the Heathens, for the Jews had then 
no Kings who worlhipped him, Ifa* x1ii« i, 6« 
Behold my Servant^ whom 1 have chofen^ mnt: 
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Ele^j in whm my &W AHghuth. 4 bavi put mf 
Spirif upon kinty he JhaU bring, ftrih JmdgMini U 
fhe Giniili^ The ivaa^ is repeated in leffral ocher 
Chapten, Ifa, iiri. lo. and cbap^ !?» ^ f, And 
fpeaking of tKe Jc w« who rejedied Chrift, be (aidl 
in Chapter xltr. 15. Tejhali/imf^joar Nanmffra 
Curfe U my Chefen^ fvr th§ L%ri Gidjkalljlgy thei^ 
tmdjhall tall his Servmrts by 4anthtr N^nne. The 
Name of a Jew is become like a Won! oC Re» 
proach or Curfe among the Chriftrans, who aow 
arc the Servants ^ G§d 

4. That he fhatl be full of the Spirit of God; 
of Wifdom^ and Knowledge, and Piety, Juftice 
and Goodnefs: Ifa. xi. i, 2. And there Jbiii come 
forth a Rod out of' the Stem ofjeffii andet BremA 
JMl grow out of his Roidr\ and the Spirit of the 
lord Jhalt Tift upon him, the S^rU offfyihm muf- 
VnderJIanSng^ etnd the Spirk rfCmmfelemd Mighty 
the Spirit of Knowledge^ 4md of the Feotr of th 
tMrd This is fulfilled in Jwbn in. .34. Ho v*m 
€itd hathfenty Jpeaketh the fVord of God ; for God 
giveth not the Spirit unto him by Meafure. GoK ifir jw 
in him are hid edl the Trenfuns of Wifivm emd 
Knowledge. John i. 32. The Spirit^^^ode upomhim 

5. His Co^miffipn for the Miniftry, or Preadi« 
sng the Gofpel, is aifo dcfcribed by thk Prophet; 
that he fhould pronounce Terror to the Wicked^ 
and Peace to the Meek and Humble and Peni- 
tent : Ifa. xi. 4. He JMl Tmite the Earth with ibo 
Rod of his Mouth,, with the Breath rf his Lips he 
Jhali Jlay the Wicked. Ifa. Ixi. t — 3. The Spirit 
of the Lord God is upon me^ becaufe the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good Tt dings unto the Meek: 
he hath fent me to bind up the Broken- hearted^ to 
proclaim Liberty to the Captives^ and the Opening 
of the Prifm to them that are bound i ta pro* 
claim the acceptable Tear of tho Lord^ and the 
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Day $f VingHMU^of cttr Gcd\ to Mmfort all thai 
mournj &c« Which was evidently fulfilled in Jer 
fy8 Cfarift, when he publiflied Pardon of Sict and 
evcrlafiiag Life to thofe that repent and believe in 
him I and pronooi^ed the Puniftkiaents of Hell 
vpoothe Inpettitent ; and our Saviour particularly 
j^^Iics this Prophecy to himfelf* L^th iv. 1 8 — 21. 

6. That be fliall work Miracles of Healing, 
when be comes to be a Saviour, Ifa. xxxv. 4. i3#- 
hM ypur God will €omi, and faw you ; Tbm tb^ 
Eyii of thi Blind Jhall hi opemd^ and the Ban of 
the Deaf Jhall b€ unjloppod : Then Jhall the lame 
Man leap as an Hari^ and the Tongue of the Dumb' 
jkallftng* Which was fulfilled when our Saviour 
wrought thefe Miracles^ not only on other Occa 
fioosy but more eminently in the Sight of the DhT- 
cipks of John the Baptift, who came to Ieari» 
whether he were the Cbrift or no, Mait. xi. 2^— 6* 
And our SavkNir pcoves it by his Miracks befofe 
tiirir ^es. 

7* TImm be fhouM have a F'orerunner to pr^ 
pare bis Way in the WiMernefs : Ifa. xl. 3 Tht 
yiriio of him thai irieth in the fnUormfs^ Prepare 
fo tie Way of the Lord; mate Jraight in the Dtr 
fin a IBgiway fir our God : And the Glory ef 
the Lard fiall he revealed, and all Flejh Jhall fee it 
together: that is. The Glory of the Lord fliall be 
wade vifibe to iefhly £yes» by dwelling bodily^^ 
or in the Body of Tefus Cbrift, when God (balk 
onauife/i bimjilfin the Flefix^ i Tim. iii. 13. And^ 
John the Baptift was his Forerunner in the WiK 
dkrnefs of Judab^ Matt. iii. i, 2, j- 

. 8. The SttiFerings of Gbrift alfo, and his Meek- 
nefs andPatience under the Con^mpt, Reproaches^ 
nod PerfectHion he met witb; his Death as an^ 
Atonement for Sin ; his being numbered among 
iiile Sinncis ^ bis Burial with the Rich \, his Re«^ 
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furre£lion, Exaltation, and Interceffion ; are all 
fpoken of in that admirable Chapter, Ifa. liiid. 
which I defire my Readers to peruie in this Place; 
for the whole of it is exprefled in Language fo ex-^ 
ceeding plain, that it feems fufficient to convince 
any honed Infidel or Heathen ; and it did a£luali^ 
convince that wild and atheifiical Nobleman, the 
Earl of Rochefter, in the laft Age, of the Truth 
of the Gofpel, when he con^pared thefe Words of 
the Prophecy of Ifaiah with the xxvith, and foN 
lowirig Chapters of the Gofpel of St MatthiWi 
and he became a Chriftian Penitent. 

16Q. Didjeremiahprophefy concerning Cbrift? 

A. Yes, in a few Pi a -es of his Prophecy. Jer. 
'•• 35* 56. Behold the Days corne^ faith the Lord, 
that I will raife un^9 David a righteous Branch ; 
and a King Jhall reign and profper^ and ixeadi 
'Judgment and yujlice in the Earth. \ In his Days 
^udah Jhall he faved^ and Ifratl Jhall dwell fafefy\ 
and this is the Name whereby he Jhall he called^ THt 
Lord our Righteousness. Which is re- 
peated yer. xxxiii. 14, 15. 

There are alfo fome other Prophccres relating 
to Chrift and his Gofpel in Jer. xxxi. fome (tf 
which arc cited in the New Teftament. 

17 Qi Did Ezekiel foretel any Thing concern- 
ing Chrift ? 

A, Yes, under the Character of David, the 
Servant of God, who was both a Shepherd and a 
King: Ezek. xxxiv. 23, 24. And I will Jet up one 
Shepherd over them^ and he Jhall feed them^ even my 
Servant David : And I the Lord will be their Godf 
and my Servant David a Prince among them y and 
I will make with them a Covenant of Peace^ Ezelc. 
xxxvii. 21. / will take the Children of Ifrael from 
among the Heathen., whither they be gone : I will ga^ 
ther them^ on every Sidiy and bring them into their 
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own Land; and I will make thtm ont Nation intfje 
Land upon the Mountains of IJrael^ and one King 
Jhall be King to them all^ ver. 24. Non¥ Chrift 
Jefus was this great Shepherd of the People, 
John X. I7-16. and King of Ifrael, John i. 49. 
and chap. xix. 19, 21. 

18 Q. What were the Prophecies of Daniel 
concerning Chrift ? 

A. Daniel defcribes him, as the Son of Man 
who came with the Clouds of Heaven 'y and there 
was given him Dominion^ and Glory ^ and a King* 
dom, that all People and Nations Jhmld fer%e him 5 
and his Dominion is an evirlajiing Domtniony Dan, 
vii. 13, 14. Now our blefled Saviour is conti- 
nually called the Son of Man in the Hiftcry of the 
Gofpei ; and is faid to con^e in the Clouds of Hea* 
venj Matt, xxiv* 30. and chap xxvi. 64. and uni* 
verfal Dominion is given him, Matt, xxviii. j8. 

There is alfo another very remarkable Account 
of Jefus Chrift, or the Mefliah, given toDaniel by 
the Angel Gabriel, Dan. ix. 24, Cff^. that before 
the full End oH fevehtyWieksy that is, feventy times 
feven Days, which, in prophetical Language, are 
four hundred and ninety Years, after the Commif- 
fion to Nehemiah to reftore Jerufalem, and the 
Church of the Jews 5 the Mejfiah Jhall he cut off^ 
hut not for himfelfx That this Term of Years i$. 
appointed to finijh Tran^greffton^ to make an End of 
5J«, to make Rnonciliatton for Iniquity ^ to bring m 
^erlqfling Righteoufnefs^ to fcal up the Vtfton and 
Prophecy^ and anoint the moji Holy. And after thisi 
TChe People of the Prince that Jhall come^ that is, 
the Romans, arid Jhall dejlroy the City and the 
S.an^uary. All which were fulfilled in their pro- 
per Seafons, by the Death of Chrift, his Atone- 
ment for Sin, and the Deftrudtion ofjerufalem 
and the Temple fome Time after« 
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€9 Q. What is the next remarkable Prophecy 
concerning Chrift in the Books of Scripture? 

jt. Micah tells us the Place whereChrift (houM 
be born, Micah v. 2. Thou^ Bethlehem EphrateA^ 
though thou be little among the Thoufands ofjudah^ 
yet out of thee Jhall ie come forth unto me, that is to hr 
Ruler in IJrael^ whofe Goings finb bam been from of 
M^fromeverlijling. WhichProphecy isfdainly ful- 
iilled, Matt. ii. i — 6. ^xALuhvip 4^ 5* when 
Mary the Mother of Chrift went op to Bethlehem 
CO be taxed there^ being of the PamHy of David, 
together with Jofeph her Hu(b.and« of the fame 
Family, and there ifae brought forth her Son Jefiis. 

2oQiWhat did tiaggai for etc) concerningChrift? 

A. Hag. ii. 6 — 9. For thus faith the Lord of 
HoJU^ Yet onc€ it is a little while and I wili fiaki 
ihe Heavens and ihe Earthy and the 8ut, and the 
dry Land: And I will fi>ake all Nations ; and the 
Defire -of all Nations Jhall come^ and I will Jill this 
Moufe with Glory^ faith the Lord of Hoftt r Ani 
the Glory -of this latter Moufe Jhall be greater than 
a f ihe former^ faith the Lord of Hojls* Which it 
naturally explained thus ; *' He who was the De^ 
fire of all Nations^ or who fliould be d^fired as % 
Saviour by the Jews and GtnxWcs^ Jbould conu (as 
Malachi expreiTes it) into bis Temple^ Mai. iii. t. 
And by this Means, even by his own Prefence, 
ihould make the latter Temple, which was built 
^fter the Captivity, more glorious than that of So- 
lomon's; though its Richnefs and Magnificence, hr 
all outward Refpeds, were far inferior to Sdo« 
jRion's." This is the only reafonable Conftru^ioa

21 Q. Does Zechafiah tell us any Thin? con- 
cerning Chrift ? 

A, Though his Prophecy be generally pretty 
obicttrei yet la feveral Places he fpeaks thoft 
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Things which plainly relate to the MeiSab; foaie 
whereof are cited and applied to Cbrift in the 
New Teftament, and feveral of them were attri* 
buted to the Meffiah by the ancient Jews. [Su 
£bi fjxis ibtitfilbw J 

He tdls us in Chapter vi. vir. I2. Thusfpeakeib 
the Lord ^f Ihfts^ foyingy Behold the Man wboft 
Name is tht Branchy he Jhatt kiild tht TempU %f 
thi lAfd^ hi JhaU bior tbe Glory ^ and Jhall fit and 
ruUi^n bii Tbr§ne 1 tmd be Jhall be a Prieft upon 
Us Tbrmui and the Ctwtfel of Peace JbaU be between 
item both: Andtbey that art afar off^ JhaU c§m0 
imdbtdldin the T$mple of tbe Lord. Wherein the 
Prophet informs us, ^* that this Perfon, whom 
foregoing Prophets have called Tbe Branch out $f 
tbeRfi^ o/Jefi^ (hall build up the Church of 
God in the Work}, ihall be both a Prieft and a 
Kiogt with Counfels of Peace ; and the Heatbena 
that BMi alar off (hall cone and affift this Work 
4»f bviUiQg up the Church." 

Thji fame Prophet declares alfo^ that Cbrift 
fliottld come to Jerufalem as tbe King of ZUn^ 
meek and bringing Salvation^ riding upon a Colt the 
Pole ef an dfs^ Zech.ix. 10. which was fulfilledy 
Matt^Tod. 5. and J^xii. 15* 

22 Q;, Does this Prophet fay any Thing con- 
eerningtheRemiffionof Sins to heobtained though 
Jefus Chrift i 

A. Yesy there is a retaarkableProphecy in Zech^ 
xiii. I. which muft be referred to.thisSubjed. In 
ibai Day there fiall be a Fountain opened to thfi 
Heuje ef David^ and the Inhabitants 0/ Jerufalem^ 
fer Sin and for Umtleawnefs ; that is, by the Peath 
^Chrift, aad his Blood making Atonement for 
Sia. Aisd ver. 7. his Sufferings are defcrihed* 
which (hould be ioflided otfi hijoa, when Godi 
fbouldir^/^ bim^ and make bis Soul an Of*- 
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feringfor S/«, as Ifaiah exprefles it ; and that hii 
Difciples for a Seafon fbould forfake hitn. Zech. 
xiii. 7. Awakty O Sword^ og^^J^ ^ny Shepherd^ 
4ind agaift/i the Man that is my Fellow ^ faith the 
Lord of Hqfts. Smite the Shepherd^ and the Sheep 
Jhall be fcatteredf which was fulnlled iWtf//, xxvi. 56. 

And befides all this, his Sufferings from th« 
Hands of Men are alfodefcribed; namely, that he 
fliould 'be fold for thirty Pieces of Silver j which 
fliould be given to the Potter^ Zech xi. 12, 13. 
which the Prophet fpeaks as perfonating the Mef- 
fiah, as David had often done before; and it was* 
fulfilled Afatt. xxvii. 9, lo. The Prophet foretels 
alfo the Manner of his Death, namely, that he 
AiouJd he pierced \ and intimates the Converfion 
of fome of thofe Jews who cfucified him, Zech, 
xii. 10. / will pour out on the Houfe ofDavid^ cmd 
the Inhabitants eif Jerufalem^ the Spirit of Grace 
and Supplication 5 and they jhall look on me (or him) 
whom they have piened^ and mourn for him : Ful- 
filled in yohn xix. 34, 36. when his Side wai 
pierced with a Spear, and his Hands and Feet 
with Nails 5 and J4fs ii. 23, 36, 37, 41. when 
bis Crucifiers were converted ; whereof a fuller 
and more glorious Accomplifliment is expe&ed io 
the latter Days among the Jewi(h Nation, who 
have been piercing him with Reproaches almoft 
ever fince. 

23 Q. And what does Malachi, the laft of the 
Prophets, fpeak concerning Chrift ? 

^. His Prophecy is expreflcd in pretty plain 
Language: Chapter iii. i. Behold, I will fend my 
MffJ'enger, (namely, John the Baptift) andheJhaU 
prepare the Way before me. Matt, xi, 10. jtndtbe 
Lord, whomyefetk, Jhall fuddenly come to his Temple, 
even the Meffenger of the Covenant whom you de-

A Yesi there are two very remarkabfle Per- 
sons who were not Jews, whofe Expreffions have 
a: Reference to our Uefled Saviour j and thefe 
were Balaam and Job. 

25 Q^ What did Balaam fay concerning Chrift ? 
A. There Jhall come a. Star out of Jacobs and a 

Scepter Jhall rife cut of Ifraely and Jhall fmHe th^ 
Corners of Moah^ and dejlroy all the Chi^ren of 
Seth J Setr and Edom Jhall be a Poffejfion ; and out 
if yacob Jhall conif HE who Jhall have Dominion^ 
Numb. xxiv. 17, ^c, 

26 Q. What Reafon is given to prove that this 
refers to Chrift ? 

A. Chrift is called th£ Morning-Star^ Rev. xxii.

1 8, 20, ^c. and be- 
ing put in Pra6Hcc by himfelf, who was, perhaps, 
the chief of the Apoftles, we cannot reaibnably fup- 
pofe it fmful or blameworthy, efpecially fince the 
Scripture pafles.no Cenfure onlt ; And yet we muft 
not lay ihc religious Ceremonies of the Jews, and 
particularly all the Sin-offerings (fuch as this was^ 
Numb. vi. 14.) were abolifhed by the great Sacri- 
fice of Chrift,and the Introduftion of Chriftianity 
by the Holy Ghoft at Pentecoft. — In order there- 
fore to vindicate this Praftice of St Paul, we m*y 
confider the JewifhCeremonics under a twofold AC» 
peft; I. As they werePart of their nationalLaws,un- 
aerGod as their King ; and, 2 As Part of their Re». 
ligious Worftiip, paid to him as their God. Now 
the Jewifh State being not yet deftroyed, may we 
not fuppofe that St Paul might comply with thefc 
Praftices as a Part of the national Jewifh Laws, 
rather than as a religious Worfhip ? for he every 
where declared the UentileS to be free from them. 
Or, if we confider thefe Ceremonies only in their

The other Thing that difcouraged me, was the 
^rcat -Difficulty to adjuft the exaS Form of fcvcral 
Maces and Things mentioned in this Book ; particu- 
larly that of the City of Jerufalem, and the various re- 
markable Parts of it ; and the Temple built by Solo- 
mon, and rebuilt, firft by ZeFubbabel, and afterward 
hy Herod ; together with the feveral Courts and Edi* 
lices that belongedto it. There is fo Very wide a Dif^ 
ference among the feveral Opinions of learned Men, 

. who have laboured in defcnbing the Temple, fuch 
as VUMpcmduSf Arias Montanus^ fVitfiiiSi Idgktfootj Fa- 
ther L[Army, &c. that it is hard to deteritime with 
any Certainty which was the true Form, and I was 
not willing to lead tny Readers into a Miflake.

In the Court of tlic TakmacU the Reader may oW- 
lerve thePillars of Wqod (landing onSockets of Bra(s» 
. with the Hangings of fine Linen five Cubits deep^ 
which is fuppofed lobe Gaufeor Network, that the 
whole Nation mi^t fee what was done there : Thefe 
Hangings went all round, and inclofed the Court, 
which was a longSquare, a hundredCubits in Length 
Irom Eafito Well, and fifty Cubits in Breadth from 
North to South,£;ro^.xxxviii« 9. and chap. xxvit.iS* 

He may obferve alio the Pins of Btds fixed in the 
Ground, to which the Top of every FiUar wa^ faft- 
cned by a Cord, to keep tne Pillars firm and Heady 
againft the Wind, Numb. iii. 37 and iv. 32* 

The upper Part of the Laotr is fuppofed to have 
feveral Pipes or Holes for letting Water out in- a. 
fmall Stream into the large hollow Bottom or Foot

The two undermoft Coverings, namely, that of 
Goats Haivy and that oiJiTK Linen, cvere divided into 
(everat Curtains : but the two uppermoft were not. 
1 he Covering of fine Linen was ten Curtains ; the 
Covering of Goats Hair ^as eleven Curtains, that- 
one Curtain might hang down on the five Pilla>s be- 
fore the Entrance of the 'labcinacle, or be doubled 
l^ackward upon it, Exod, xxvi. i , G:. And yet befides 
tjiii there w.a$ a Hanging or Vail of £ne Linen for 
the Door of the * abernacle, of blue, purple and fear- 
kt, wrought with Needle-work, like the Vail that 
hung at the Entrance of Mc Holy of Holies: And there-- 
fore St Paul calls that the fecond Vail, Heb. ix. 3. in 
reference to that Hanging at the Doar of the 1 aber- 
nadc, orHoly Place, which was the firO, 

The five Siavu or Bars thrufl through all the 
Rinifs on the Boards of the Tabernacle, held the Ta* 
bernacle together* 

In the Priests Garmen rs. 

Several of theSzVejlmtnts, (even all in the upper 
Rank) belonged to the common Prieils, as well as to 
the High Priett ; namely, B. the Linen Kreeches, and 
C. the Coat, G. ihe Girdle, and Af. the Mitre : Yet 
theie Vedments of the common Priefls are not fup- 
pofed to be embroidered, but all white* We read 
Aifo of Samud, when a Child, wearing a Linen 
Ephod, I 6am. ii» iB. and of the common Friefts- 
having a fort of Ephod, 1 Sam xxii 1 8, but what that 
was, is not eafy to determine ; probably it was like 
the High Prieli's. but plain and not embroidered/ 

Learned Men have generally fuppofed the curious 
Girdle of the Ephod to be always fattened on to the 
Ephod, becaufe it is faid, Exod xxviii* 8« T/ie Girdle 
which is upon it ; and that it hung out on each Side, 
like two Ends of a Girdle, to bind it round the Body ; 
which therefore 1 have defcribed in the fame Man- 
ner, in conformity to Cuftom, though I think Scrip- 
ture doth not certainly determine it; and on this 
Account I call the other Girdle G, the Girdle of the

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Coatf which was common to other Priefis as well as 
the High Pneft. 

In the third Plate. 

Of the five Pillars at the Front of the Taberna- 
cle, three are cut ofF both above and below, to let 
the Veflels behind appear* 

On the fix Loaves of Shtw-hread^ which flood at 
each End of the Golden TabU^ Painters and learned 
Men generally place two Plates or Di(hes of In^nfe* 
ms a Covering to the Loaves; but the Scripture does 
not give Order for it. 

The Vail T, which is hung on four Pillan, is to 
be lifted up, to (hew the HUy of Hdies behind it| 
"where the Ark of the Covenant (lands* 

On the Side of the Ark, and of the Altar of In- 
cenfe, and the Table of Shew-bread, are Staots 
thruft through Rings^ which were made to carry thofe 
VelTels on the Shoulders of the Priefts, Exod» xxv* 

The Reader perhaps, may complain that he finds 
no Cherub upon the little Figure of the Ark in llje 
mod holy Place. The Reafon of it is the fame which 
I gave for not dcfcribing Solomon^s Temple, name- 
ly, becaufe learned Men are fo greatly divided. in 
their Opinions about the Shape or form o£ a. Cherub z 
And though I haVe taken no fmall Pains to inoi^ire 
into this Matter, both by the Compariibn of all the 
Texts in the Bible, where it is mentioned, and by 
confulting many learned Writers, yet I cannot ar- 
rive at any Satisfafbion or Certainty what was the 
trae Figure of thofe Cherubs which were placed on 
the Ark : and I queAion whether, among the nu- 
merous Forms in which learned Men and Painters 
have defcribed them, there is any one which has hit 
exa£lly on the Truths To me it appears very pro* 
bable, that, if they had any Feet viuble, they were 
rloven, like the Feet of an Ox or Calf, and perhaps 
they might have the Face of an Ox al(b. But a par- 
ticular Didertation on this Subjef):, ps the Fruit of mf 
Inquiries, would not be fo proper for this Place^ 
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THESE Figures relate chiefly to Chap. V. 
StSt. 3 and 4. yet I defire them to be fdaced 
rather at the End of the Book^ after this Advcrti/e- 
ment. 

Obferve, that thefe Plates or Tables are a little 
larger than the Pages of the Book, therefore they 
muft be placed with fome Care juft in the Middle 
over-againft the Pages ; they muft be folded once, 
and the Leaves of the Book mtift not be cut in 
too deep left the Figures be damaged.
